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Foreword 


The  legal  system  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of 
Korea  (North  Korea)  is  not  well  known  in  the  United  States.  Rela- 
tively little  has  been  published,  in  part  because  of  the  nature  of 
the  regime,  which  has  been  isolated,  secretive,  and  more  given  to 
publishing  propaganda  than  thorough  analyses  of  its  laws.  Further- 
more, what  has  been  published  on  law  is  often  scattered  in  non- 
legal  sources.  Yet  interest  in  the  country  is  growing,  and  North 
Korea  has  taken  a  few  steps  toward  opening  itself  to  the  rest  of  the 
world.  Outside  investments  in  the  form  of  joint  ventures  are  now 
sought,  and  recently  an  exchange  of  visitors  between  the  North  and 
the  South  for  the  purpose  of  family  reunions  was  permitted.  For 
these  reasons,  a  bibliography  of  legal  materials  in  Korean,  Japa- 
nese, and  English  on  North  Korea  is  of  particular  value  at  present. 

Sung  Yoon  Cho,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Far  Eastern  Law  Divi- 
sion, has  drawn  on  the  resources  of  his  division  as  well  as  on  the 
holdings  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Asian  Division  and  the  English- 
language  materials  in  the  General  Collection  to  compile  a  com- 
prehensive bibliography  on  North  Korean  law.  He  has  also  written 
explanatory  essays  on  various  aspects  of  the  legal  system.  This 
unique  work,  therefore,  should  serve  as  a  useful  tool  for  legal  schol- 
ars, practicing  attorneys,  and  researchers  interested  in  all  aspects  of 
contemporary  North  Korean  society.

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Preface 


This  guide  describes  legal  materials  relating  to  the  Democratic 
People's  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK)  written  in  Korean,  Japanese, 
or  English  and  published  in  North  Korea,  South  Korea,  Japan,  the 
United  States,  and  elsewhere,  chiefly  between  1945  and  1983, 
although  it  was  possible,  before  going  to  press,  to  add  some  30 
significant  items  published  between  1984  and  1986,  and  one  even  as 
late  as  1987.  While  most  of  the  materials  deal  directly  with  North 
Korean  law,  some  items  on  closely  related  topics  have  been  added 
to  provide  a  broader  framework,  such  as  those  dealing  with  the  po- 
litical system,  the  economy,  land  reform  and  agriculture,  and  inter- 
national relations. 

Almost  all  of  the  titles  listed  represent  items  available  in  the 
Library  of  Congress,  either  in  the  Law  Library  or  in  the  general 
collection  (especially  the  Asian  Division  of  the  Research  Services 
Department).  References  to  works  not  available  in  the  Library 
were  selected  from  Pomnyul  munhon  saegin,  1945-1974  [Index  to 
Korean  Legal  Periodicals,  1945-1974],  issued  by  the  Seoul  Na- 
tional University  Library,  Chongi  kanhaengmul  saegin  [Annual  Index 
to  Korean  Periodicals],  issued  by  the  National  Assembly  Library, 
or  Hobun  horitsu  zasshi  kiji  sakuin  [Index  to  Japanese  Legal  Periodi- 
cals], issued  by  the  Japanese  Supreme  Court  Library. 

The  1,015  entries,  which  are  numbered  consecutively  in  a 
single  sequence  throughout  the  guide,  appear  within  sixteen  broad 
topical  sections,  two  of  which  are  further  subdivided.  Each  topical 
section  has  an  introductory  essay,  followed  by  the  selected,  an- 
notated bibliographic  entries.  With  minor  exceptions,  these  are 
arranged  by  language — with  the  Korean  material  geopolitically 
subdivided  between  North  and  South — under  four  headings  which 
recur,  as  applicable,  in  each  topical  section  or  sub-section:  North 
Korea,  South  Korea,  Japanese,  and  English.  Under  any  given  head- 
ing, references  are  listed  alphabetically  by  personal  or  corporate 
author  or — in  the  absence  of  an  author — by  title.  The  family  name 
of  a  personal  author  appears  first,  followed  by  a  comma  and  the 
given  name;  in  the  case  of  joint  authorship,  the  given  name  of  the 
second  author  precedes  the  family  name. 

The  introductory  essays  vary  in  length,  depending  on  the 
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nature  of  the  topic,  and  are  designed  to  give  the  reader  a  summary 
or  overview  of  that  particular  topic.  Certain  references  to  works  of 
major  significance  are  cited  and  discussed  within  the  essays,  which 
are  then  followed  by  the  annotated,  bibliographic  listings.  An- 
notations are  limited,  however,  to'works  which  could  be  examined 
in  the  Library  of  Congress.  Entries  for  Korean  and  Japanese  books 
are  given  in  romanized  form,  with  an  English  translation  in 
brackets.  Non-English  periodical  article  entries  include  the  article 
title  in  English  translation  in  brackets  and  the  periodical  title  in 
romanized  Korean  or  Japanese.  With  minor  exceptions,  the  Eng- 
lish translations  of  the  titles  are  the  compiler's  own.  Some  news- 
paper articles,  book  reviews,  and  microform  materials  have  been 
included,  and  there  are  many  analytical  entries  covering  chapters 
or  parts  of  books  and  annual  publications. 

The  modified  Hepburn  system  has  been  used  for  Japanese 
romanization  and  the  McCune-Reischauer  for  Korean,  following 
Library  of  Congress  practice.  The  Japanese  entries  were  not  modi- 
fied to  reflect  changes  in  romanization  under  Anglo-American  Cata- 
loging Rules  2  (AACR  2),  in  use  since  January  1981.  For  Korean 
entries,  however,  AACR  2  rules  were  applied  for  items  cataloged 
since  their  adoption.  For  example,  both  the  old  form,  "Korea 
{Democratic  People's  Republic).  Laws  statutes,  etc..,''  and  the  new  form, 
"Korea  (North).  [Laws,  etc.]"  appear  in  the  bibliography. 

For  writings  by  a  Korean  author  in  Korean  or  in  English,  the 
form  used  for  the  author's  name  is  that  which  appears  on  a  name 
authority  card  in  the  Library  of  Congress  official  card  catalog.  If 
the  form  established  by  the  Library  differs  from  the  form  which 
that  author  prefers,  a  cross-reference  is  given  in  the  Name  Index 
for  proper  identification.  This  index  also  includes  the  names  of 
compilers,  editors,  translators,  and  book  reviewers,  but  not  names 
mentioned  merely  in  passing  in  the  analytical  entries.  Where  no 
authority  card  appeared  for  an  author's  name  in  the  official  cat- 
alog, the  McCune-Reischauer  transliteration  was  used. 

Library  of  Congress  call  numbers  are  provided  for  all  books 
cataloged  at  the  Library.  The  symbol  "LAW  PER"  refers  to  legal 
periodicals  located  in  the  Law  Library.  Materials  assigned  to  the 
reference  collection  of  the  Far  Eastern  Law  Division  of  the  Law 
Library  are  marked  "LL  FE."  The  notation  "MicRR"  indicates 
that  the  item  may  be  found  in  the  Microform  Reading  Room,  and 
"N&CPR"  refers  to  the  Newspaper  and  Current  Periodical  Read- 
ing Room.  Books  or  periodicials  located  in  the  Japanese  or  Chinese- 
Korean  sections  of  the  Asian  Division  carry  the  designation  "Orien 
Japan"  or  "Orien  Korea." 

The  compiler  wishes  to  express  his  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the 
Far  Eastern  Law  Division  for  their  assistance  in  completing  this

1 .  Nature  of  the  Political 
System 


The  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK)  is  fun- 
damentally a  socialist  state,  based  in  theory  on  a  worker-peasant 
alliance.  The  Constitution  of  the  Republic  explicitly  names  the 
Korean  Workers'  Party  and  stipulates  that  its  ideas  shall  guide  the 
state.  In  fact,  due  to  overlapping  leaderships,  the  Party  is  involved 
in  all  aspects  of  government  and  dominates  the  state. 

When  the  DPRK  was  founded  in  1948,  it  was  modeled  after 
the  Soviet  system  under  Stalin.  The  ideology  then  called  for  an 
"anti-imperialist,  anti-feudal"  revolution,  in  which  a  state-operated 
economy  and  a  private  sector  co-existed.  Politically,  this  first  phase 
of  the  DPRK's  development  was  considered  to  be  the  "people's  de- 
mocracy" stage  and  was  completed  by  1953.  It  was  followed  by  a 
period  in  which  agriculture  was  collectivized  (in  1958)  and  private 
trade  and  manufacturing  enterprises  were  re-organized  into  coop- 
eratives. This  was  to  be  the  beginning  of  the  transition  to  socialism. 
Government  in  the  form  of  a  proletarian  dictatorship  was  an  es- 
sential theoretical  and  actual  component  of  the  transition. 

By  the  late  1960s,  some  theorists  in  North  Korea  argued  that 
socialism  had  been  achieved;  others  held  that  the  transition  could 
not  be  complete  until  true  communism,  a  classless  society  with  no 
distinctions  between  the  workers  and  the  peasants,  had  been 
reached.  Under  socialism,  each  person  is  to  work  according  to  his 
abilities  and  receive  compensation  in  accordance  with  that  work. 
Communist  society  in  theory  takes  fromi  each  person  in  accordance 
with  his  abilities  and  gives  in  accordance  with  need,  regardless  of 
the  nature  of  a  person's  work  contribution.  The  determination  of 
when  the  critical  transition  from  people's  democracy  to  socialism 
has  been  achieved  is  essential  to  the  theory  of  the  state,  as  class  dic- 
tatorship is  justified  only  during  that  transition  period.  Thus,  those 
theorists  who  believed  that  the  transition  was  incomplete  acknowl- 
edged that  socialism  may  have  been  established  but  argued  that 
proletarian  dictatorship  was  still  necessary  until  capitalism  har 
been  completely  vanquished. 
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With  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution,  Kim  Il-s6ng,  the 
head  of  both  the  Party  and  the  state,  used  the  following  reasoning 
to  resolve  the  issue  in  1972:  although  socialism  had  been  achieved, 
he  argued,  the  proletarian  dictatprship  should  continue,  since  a 
truly  classless  society  was  not  yet  a  reality.  He  also  foresaw  the  need 
for  continuing  the  dictatorship  even  after  the  higher  phase  of  com- 
munism had  been  reached,  unless  all  the  countries  of  the  world  had 
similar  revolutions  and  capitalism  fell.  Furthermore,  he  formulated 
the  principle  of  chuch'e  [self-reliance],  which  was  the  ideological 
reflection  of  the  independent  policy  he  wished  to  pursue  in  relation 
to  both  the  People's  Republic  of  China  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
DPRK  should  be  a  Marxist-Leninist  state,  but  with  policies  suited 
to  the  conditions  in  Korea.  The  importance  of  the  concept  oi^chuch'e 
in  the  North  Korean  ideology  of  the  state  can  be  seen  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  from  the  article-by-article  explanation  of  the  Con- 
stitution given  in  On  the  Socialist  Constitution  of  the  DPRK,  published 
in  English  in  Pyongyang  (entry  293). 

It  [chuch'e]  forms  the  ideological,  theoretical  and  methodological 
foundations  of  all  the  lines,  policies  and  activities  of  the  Republic 
and  indicates  the  fundamental  principles  for  the  most  correct  solu- 
tion of  all  the  problems  arising  in  the  revolutionary  struggle  and 
construction  work.  At  the  same  time,  it  serves  as  a  sure  guarantee 
for  the  thorough  maintenance  of  the  revolutionary  principles  of 
independence,  self-sustenance  and  self-defense  in  all  realms  of 
politics,  economy,  and  military  affairs  of  the  Republic. 

Since  1973,  the  Three  Revolutions  Team  Movement  has  been 
considered  the  basic  method  for  building  society  based  on  the  idea 
o{ chuch'e.  The  movement  was  intended  to  eliminate  the  remnants  of 
the  former  society  through  an  acceleration  of  the  ideological,  tech- 
nical, and  cultural  revolutions.  Even  though  the  Constitution  refers 
to  the  Ch'olHma  Movement  as  the  embodiment  of  the  general 
policy  line  (see  below  under  Section  10,  Labor  and  Health  Law), 
the  Three  Revolutions  Team  Movement  has  in  effect  replaced  it. 
Kim's  pivotal  work  on  the  subject,  "Let  Us  Further  Accelerate 
Socialist  Construction  by  Powerfully  Carrying  Out  the  Three  Re- 
volutions" of  March  3,  1975  (see  entry  69),  is  still  being  quoted  ten 
years  later.  A  March  1985  newspaper  article  in  Nodong  sinmun,  for 
example,  states  that  Kim's  piece  remains  significant  because  in  it  he 
expounds  the  historical  inevitability  of  the  three  revolutions,  point- 
ing out  that  ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  revolutions  are 
the  three  aspects  of  the  general  line  of  socialist  and  communist  con- 
struction and  should  be  continued  by  future  generations.  A  detailed 
study  of  the  movement  was  published  in  English  in  1984  by  Naewoe 
Press  of  Seoul  (entry  52). 
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At  the  Sixth  Party  Congress,  held  in  October  1980,  Kim 
Chong-il,  the  son  of  Kim  Il-s6ng,  was  installed  as  the  second  most 
powerful  leader  in  North  Korea  as  part  of  Kim  Il-s6ng's  plan  to  es- 
tablish a  dynasty  with  his  son  as  heir-apparent.  The  Three  Rev- 
olutions Team  Movement  played  an  especially  important  role  in 
the  positioning  of  Kim  Chong-il  at  the  top  of  the  North  Korean 
leadership,  because  the  Three  Revolutions  Team  is  under  his  direct 
supervision. 

The  most  comprehensive  study  of  the  state  system  is  The  State 
and  Social  System  of  the  DPRK,  published  in  1 963  by  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  of  North  Korea.  This  is  the  standard  work  on  the  subject 
and  is  available  in  both  Korean  and  Japanese  (entry  7).  In  1984,  a 
North  Korean  work  appeared  under  the  same  title,  written  by  Sok- 
pong  Han.  In  addition  to  chapters  on  the  nature,  characteristics, 
and  origin  of  the  state  and  social  system,  it  contains  a  chapter  on 
the  legal  system  in  relation  to  the  state  and  social  system  and  its  role 
in  carrying  out  the  Three  Revolutions  Team  Movement  (entry  12). 

For  a  doctrinal  study  of  the  state  system,  one  may  consult  the 
following  essays  by  Kim  Il-s6ng  that  have  been  translated  into 
English:  "On  the  Question  of  the  Period  of  Transition  from  Cap- 
italism to  Socialism  and  the  Dictatorship  of  the  Proletariat"  (entry 
65),  "Let  Us  Further  Strengthen  the  People's  Government"  (entry 
63),  and  "Let  Us  Strengthen  the  Socialist  System  of  Our  Country" 
(entry  64).  Ilpyong  J.  Kim's  "From  People's  Democracy  to  Social- 
ism" is  a  theoretical  study  dealing  with  the  transition  from  a  people's 
democracy  to  the  higher  stage  of  socialism  (entry  61). 

Information  on  the  origin  of  the  political  system  and  the  gen- 
eral background  of  the  DPRK  can  be  found  in  English  in  Ch'ang- 
sun  Kim's  "Formation  of  the  Kim  Il-song  Regime"  (entry  60)  and 
Hon  Yu's  "Background  of  the  Establishment  of  the  North  Korean 
Regime"  (entry  75).  Rinn-Sup  Shinn's  and  Tai  Sung  An's  studies 
on  government  and  politics  deserve  mention  for  the  wide  range  of 
aspects  of  the  political  system  they  cover  (entries  73  and  53).

2.  Legal  Theories  and  Law  in 

General 

From  1945  to  1948,  when  North  Korea  was  under  Soviet  occu- 
pation, North  Korean  legal  theory  followed  the  Soviet  model,  pat- 
terned on  theories  of  Marxism-Leninism.  This  strong  Soviet  influ- 
ence on  North  Korean  law  survived  the  termination  of  the  Soviet 
occupation,  but  declined  after  1958  in  the  wake  of  Kim  Il-song's 
denunciation  of  liberal-minded  jurists  who  advocated  legal  reforms 
similar  to  those  taking  place  in  the  Soviet  Union  as  a  result  of  the 
de-Stalinization  campaign  of  the  late  1950s. 

With  the  theories  of  Marxism-Leninism  as  the  basis  for  his  re- 
marks, Kim  Il-song  stated  in  1958  that  "the  law  of  our  country  is  an 
important  weapon  for  implementing  the  policies  of  our  state.  The 
policies  of  our  state  are  the  policies  of  our  Party ....  Law  cannot 
exist  by  itself  without  a  definite  basis.  Being  a  reflection  of  policy, 
law  must  be  subordinate  to  policy  and  must  not  be  divorced  from 
it." 

This  speech,  entitled  "For  the  Implementation  of  the  Judicial 
Policy  of  Our  Party,"  was  given  at  the  National  Conference  of 
Judicial  and  Procuratorial  Workers  held  on  April  29,  1958,  and 
was  significant  as  a  public  denunciation  by  the  Party  of  liberal- 
minded  North  Korean  jurists  (entry  128).  Numerous  commentaries 
then  appeared  supporting  Kim's  legal  theory  and  denouncing 
"reformists,"  the  most  important  of  which  was  The  Law  of  the  Re- 
public as  a  Powerful  Weapon  in  the  Construction  of  Socialism  (1964) 
(entry  92).  The  six  essays  that  comprise  this  work  all  defend  Kim's 
denunciation  of  "reformists."  Especially  noteworthy  is  Kye-mun 
Pang's  essay,  "The  Law  of  the  Republic  as  a  Powerful  Means  To 
Realize  the  Party's  Policy,"  which  details  Kim  Il-s6ng's  judicial 
policy  (entry  96).  Due  to  the  suppression  by  the  Party  leadership  of 
the  "revisionist"  attempt  to  liberalize  North  Korean  law.  North 
Korea's  current  legal  system  still  essentially  mirrors  the  legal  system 
that  prevailed  in  the  Soviet  Union  during  the  Stalinist  era. 

A  great  deal  has  also  been  written  about  the  concept  o{  chuch'e 
[self-reliance],  which  has  been  given  prominent  coverage  in  the 
North  Korean  media  since  the  summer  of  1966.  The  1972  Constitu- 
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tion  describes  Kim  Il-s6ng's  authorship  of  chuch'e  as  "a  creative 
application  of  Marxism-Leninism  to  North  Korea's  reality."  The 
concept  has  been  developed  into  an  original  theory  of  socialist  law. 
A  detailed  study  of  Kim's  legal  theory,  based  on  chuck' e,  appeared 
in  1973  in  five  installments  in  the  Japanese  non-legal  journal  Chosen 
gakujutsu  tsuho,  published  in  Tokyo  (entry  117). 

In  the  1972  Constitution,  two  articles  deal  with  socialist 
legality: 

Article  17.  The  law  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of 
Korea  reflects  the  will  and  interests  of  the  workers, 
peasants  and  other  working  people,  and  it  is  consciously 
observed  by  all  State  organs,  enterprises,  social  coopera- 
tive organizations  and  citizens. 

Article  67.  Citizens  must  strictly  observe  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  the  socialist  norms  of  life  and  socialist  rules  of 
conduct. 

Kim  Il-s5ng  elaborated  on  this  basic  definition  of  socialist  legality 
in  1977.  On  December  15  of  that  year,  at  the  First  Session  of  the 
Sixth  Supreme  People's  Assembly,  Kim  delivered  a  speech,  "Let  Us 
Further  Strengthen  People's  Government,"  in  which  he  reviewed 
the  implementation  of  the  1972  Constitution  during  the  previous 
five  years.  In  discussing  the  elimination  of  bureaucracy,  he  origi- 
nated the  concept  of  a  "socialist  law-abiding  life."  This  refers  to 
the  poHcy,  based  on  the  chuch'e  idea,  of  strengthening  the  legal 
system  and  publicizing  the  laws  through  mass  campaigns.  There 
are  two  aspects  to  the  "socialist  law-abiding  life":  respect  for  public 
authority,  and  conformity  to  "socialist  norms"  of  life.  According 
to  a  North  Korean  writer,  "socialist  jaw-abiding  life'*  is  defined 
as  "social  life  that  requires  all  members  of  socialist  society  to 
thoroughly  obey  legal  norms  and  rules  and  act  accordingly"  (entry 
86).  In  other  words,  all  the  members  are  required  thoroughly  to 
obey  legal  norms  and  rules  enacted  by  the  socialist  state  (dictator- 
ship of  the  proletariat)  in  order  to  lead  an  orderly,  socialist  law- 
abiding  life.  A  Socialist  Law-Abiding  Life  Guidance  Committee 
has  been  created  to  oversee  the  work  of  government  officials,  pre- 
vent abuses  of  power,  and  "create  a  revolutionary  atmosphere  of 
observance  of  the  law  in  the  whole  society"  (see  also  below  in  Section 
3,  Administration  of  Justice). 

Numerous  works  have  been  written  about  the  socialist  law- 
abiding  life.  A  notable  example  is  Yong-ch'61  Kim's  essay,  ''Theories 
on  Socialist  Law-Abiding  Life  Enunciated  by  the  Great  Leader  Kim  Il-sdng'' 
(entry  91).  KUlloja  and  Sahoe  kwahak,  two  leading  North  Korean 
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non-legal  journals,  have  also  carried  several  articles  on  this  subject 
(entries  82,  83,  86,  87,  88,  89).  Minju  choson,  a  government  news- 
paper, regularly  reports  on  activities  related  to  the  campaign  for 
the  socialist  law-abiding  life.  On  December  15,  1982,  Kim  Chong- 
il,  the  son  of  Kim  Il-s6ng,  announced  his  own  thesis,  "On  the 
Strengthening  of  Socialist  Law-Abiding  Life,"  to  elaborate  on  his 
father's  theory.  Kim  Chong-il's  thesis  was  analyzed  in  detail  by 
Kyu-sung  Kim  a  year  later  in  Gekkan  Chosen  shiryo,  a  Japanese 
non-legal  journal  (entry  118).  Other  Japanese  studies  include 
Kyu-sung  Kim's  "Theory  of  the  Socialist  Law-Abiding  Spirit 
in  Korea"  (entry  119);  Noriaki  Ouchi's  "Problems  of  Enacting 
Laws  After  the  Enactment  of  the  Socialist  Constitution  of  the 
DPRK"  (entry  122);  and  Atsushi  Asai's  "The  Socialist  Constitution 
of  the  DPRK  and  the  Development  of  the  Principles  of  Legality" 
(entry  986). 

Many  works  treat  North  Korean  legal  development  in  general 
during  various  time  periods.  The  overall  development  of  North 
Korean  law  up  to  1964  is  described  by  Mong-u  Cho  in  his  article 
"New  Developments  in  the  Law  of  the  Republic"  (entry  80).  The 
Development  of  Laws  in  North  Korea,  edited  by  U-hyong  An,  surveys 
the  development  of  six  different  laws  up  to  1960  (entry  77).  K^uk- 
p'yo  Hong  and  Sok-pong  Han's  Great  Leader  Kim  Il-sdng's  Theory  to 
Perfect  Socialist  Management  Laws  and  Regulations  is  a  study  of  legal 
theory  in  regard  to  socialist  management  as  a  weapon  of  proletar- 
ian dictatorship  enunciated  by  Kim  Il-s6ng  (entry  84).  Among  the 
books  in  this  section  that  deal  with  North  Korea's  legal  develop- 
ment based  on  theory  and  experience,  the  most  recent  is  Ch'ang- 
sop  So's  Experiences  in  the  Construction  of  Law,  published  in  1984 
(entry  99). 

A  South  Korean  scholar,  Tal-gon  Ch'oe,  has  written  A  General 
Survey  of  North  Korean  Law,  with  commentaries  on  nine  important 
laws  (entry  108).  Another  South  Korean  writer,  Ku-jin  Kang,  has 
written  in  English  "Law  in  North  Korea:  An  Analysis  of  Soviet- 
Chinese  Influences  Thereupon"  (entry  127),  which  was  submitted 
to  Harvard  Law  School  for  the  S.J.D.  degree.  A  Korean  transla- 
tion was  later  published  (entry  111).  A  general  survey  in  English 
of  North  Korean  law  which  merits  special  attention  is  Jaroslav 
Barinka's  essay  "Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea,"  pub- 
lished in  the  International  Encyclopedia  of  Comparative  Law  (entry  125). 
A  series  of  articles  by  Kyu-sung  Kim,  "The  Vicissitudes  of  Legal 
Development  in  the  Republic,"  written  in  Japanese  and  published 
in  Gekkan  Chosen  shiryo  in  four  installments  in  1984,  describes  the 
latest  legal  developments  (entry  120).  These  articles  were  subse- 
quently incorporated  by  Kim  into  his  book  Laws  and  the  Judicial 
System  of  the  DPRK,  published  in  1985  (entry  1 16a).

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The  present  judicial  system  of  the  Democratic  People's  Re- 
public of  Korea  is  essentially  that  established  under  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1948,  which  outlined  the  tasks,  functions,  and  structure  of 
the  courts  and  procuracy,  and  under  the  Court  Organization  Law, 
the  Criminal  Code,  and  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  of  March 
1950.^  Although  a  new  constitution  was  adopted  in  December 
1972,  there  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  formal  structure  of 
the  courts  and  procuracy. 

Courts 

Article  136  of  the  1972  Constitution  specifies  that  the  duty  of 
the  courts  is  to  safeguard  the  power  of  the  workers  and  peasants, 
the  socialist  system,  the  property  of  state  and  cooperative  or- 
ganizations, and  the  constitutional  rights,  lives,  and  property  of  the 
people.  Courts  must  guarantee  that  all  state  and  cooperative  insti- 
tutions and  individuals  observe  the  law  and  struggle  against  class 
enemies  and  lawbreakers,  execute  judgments,  and  conduct  notarial 
work.  As  in  other  Communist  countries,  in  addition  to  punishing 
lawbreakers,  the  courts  are  expected  to  educate  the  criminal  and 
the  public  in  observance  of  the  law  and  loyalty  to  the  country. 
Moreover,  the  court  is  officially  described  as  "a  powerful  weapon  of 
the  proletarian  dictatorship  which  executes  the  judicial  policy  of 
the  Party  and  the  state"  (see  entry  213). 

The  Central  Court,  located  in  Pyongyang,  is  the  court  of  last 
resort  and  consists  of  criminal,  civil,  and  arbitration  chambers. 
Under  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  it  has  original  jurisdiction 
over  cases  of  especially  grave  offenses  against  state  power,  over 
crimes  committed  by  judges,  by  members  of  the  Central  People's 
Committee,  or  by  members  of  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly  and 
provincial  people's  assemblies  in  the  course  of  duty,  as  well  as  over 
other  cases,  at  its  discretion.  The  Central  Court  has  jurisdiction

over  appeals  or  protests  against  decisions  of  provincial  or  special 
courts.  It  may  examine  extraordinary  appeals  or  petitions  for  re- 
trial lodged  by  the  President  of  the  Central  Court  or  the  Procurator- 
General  against  cases  finally  decided  by  a  lower  court.  In  the  case 
of  such  extraordinary  appeals  or  petitions,  a  panel  of  three  judges 
hears  the  case  with  the  participation  of  a  procurator  from  the  Cen- 
tral Procurator's  Office.  A  decision  or  ruling  of  the  Central  Court 
may  not  be  appealed  except  by  an  extraordinary  appeal  lodged  by 
the  President  of  the  Central  Court  or  the  Procurator-General  at  a 
plenary  session  of  the  Central  Court.  All  the  judges  of  the  Central 
Court  and  the  Procurator-General  are  required  to  be  present  at 
plenary  sessions.  The  Central  Court  accounts  for  its  activities  to 
the  Supreme  People's  Assembly,  the  President,  and  the  Central 
People's  Committee  and  carries  out  its  judicial  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  and  the  Central  People's  Committee. 

The  provincial  courts  also  consist  of  criminal,  civil,  and  arbi- 
tration chambers  and  have  original  jurisdiction  over  cases  in- 
volving important  offenses,  such  as  crimes  against  state  power  and 
grave  crimes  against  individuals.  They  serve  as  courts  of  second  in- 
stance, hearing  appeals  of  decisions  rendered  by  the  courts  of  first 
instance,  the  people's  courts,  which  are  located  at  the  city  or  county 
level.  These  people's  courts  have  jurisdiction*  over  most  criminal 
and  civil  cases.  Although  North  Korea  has  three  levels  of  courts,  it 
has  adopted  a  two-trial  system,  which  allows  only  one  appeal. 

The  Court  Organization  Law  originally  established  two  kinds 
of  special  courts,  military  and  transport,  but  the  Transport  Court, 
which  heard  cases  of  crimes  committed  against  rail,  land,  and  water 
transport  systems,  was  abolished  in  August  1958.  Under  the  new 
constitution,  there  are  again  two  special  courts,  the  mxilitary  courts 
and  the  railroad  courts.  The  military  courts  have  jurisdiction  over 
all  crimes  committed  by  members  of  the  armed  forces  or  security 
organs  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Safety.  Through  a  series  of  laws 
passed  during  the  Korean  War,  their  jurisdiction  was  broadened  to 
cover  nonmilitary  cases  in  wartime.  These  courts  were  to  try  cases 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  arrest,  and  the  sentences  imposed 
were  subject  only  to  extraordinary  appeal.  The  railroad  courts 
have  jurisdiction  over  criminal  cases  involving  rail  and  water  trans- 
port workers. 

The  functions  of  the  arbitration  chambers  of  the  Central  Court 
and  the  provincial  courts  require  explanation.  An  arbitrator 
assigned  to  each  chamber  hears  disputes  between  state  enterprises 
and/or  other  social  organizations  in  matters  involving  the  non- 
fulfillment of  contracts,  as  well  as  injuries  and  compensation  de- 
mands arising  therefrom.  The  arbitrator  decides  a  case  by  imposing 
a  penalty  or  fine  for  the  breach  of  contract.  However,  the  arbitrator 
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is  not  allowed  to  handle  disputes  connected  with  the  collection  of 
administrative  fines,  which  are  usually  settled  through  adminis- 
trative procedures,  nor  is  he  to  handle  tort  claim  disputes  that  are 
not  in  regard  to  contracts. 

The  judges  and  people's  assessors  of  the  Central  Court  are 
elected  to  four-year  terms  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Su- 
preme People's  Assembly.  Judges  and  people's  assessors  of  pro- 
vincial and  people's  courts  are  elected  to  four-year  and  two-year 
terms,  respectively,  by  the  people's  assemblies  at  the  corresponding 
levels.  People's  assessors  are  laymen  elected  to  share  the  bench  with 
a  professional  judge  during  trials  of  first  instance;  in  theory, 
people's  assessors  enjoy  the  same  rights  as  judges  and  participate  in 
deciding  questions  of  both  law  and  fact.  Cases  of  second  instance 
are  handled  by  a  bench  of  three  judges.  Appointments  to  the  mili- 
tary courts  are  made  by  the  Central  Court.  Neither  legal  education 
nor  practical  legal  experience  is  required  for  judgeship. 

The  courts  play  an  educational  role  and  most  trials  are  public 
and  may  be  reported  in  the  press.  When  state  secrets  are  involved, 
or  when  a  secret  trial  is  otherwise  required  by  law,  the  trial  is  closed 
to  the  public;  the  court's  decision,  however,  must  still  be  announced. 
In  some  cases  that  involve  counterrevolutionary  crimes,  demon- 
stration trials  or  mass  public  trials  are  held  for  their  propaganda 
effect.  With  public  attendance  made  compulsory,  they  are  held  at 
sites  carefully  chosen  by  the  Workers'  Party  to  gain  maximum  polit- 
ical advantage. 

Procuracy 

Article  145  of  the  1972  Constitution  provides  that  "Investiga- 
tion and  prosecution  are  conducted  under  the  coordinated  leader- 
ship of  the  Central  Procurator's  Office,  and  all  procurator's  offices 
are  subordinated  to  their  higher  offices  and  the  Central  Procura- 
tor's Office."  To  insure  that  the  procurator  will  not  be  influenced 
by  local  organs  of  the  state  or  by  local  conditions,  the  structure  of 
the  procuracy  is  completely  centralized;  unlike  judges,  who  are 
elected  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Supreme  People's 
Assembly  and  by  the  people's  assemblies,  procurators  at  all  levels 
are  appointed  by  the  Central  Procurator's  Office.  At  present,  there 
are  procurator's  offices  in  the  cities  and  counties  in  which  there  are 
people's  courts,  provincial  procurator's  offices  in  each  province, 
special  procurator's  offices,  and  the  Central  Procurator's  Office  in 
Pyongyang.  The  Central  Procurator's  Office  is  accountable  to  the 
Supreme  People's  Assembly,  the  President,  and  the  Central  People's 
Committee. 
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Like  its  counterparts  in  other  Communist  countries,  the  North 
Korean  procuracy  has  responsibihty  for  the  general  supervision  of 
legahty,  serving  as  the  watchdog  of  the  central  authority.  Article 
144  (I)  of  the  1972  Constitution  provides  that  the  procurator's 
office  will  exercise  supervision  to  insure  that  state  laws  are  properly 
observed  by  state  and  corporate  organizations  and  by  individuals. 
Under  Article  144  (2)  of  the  Constitution,  the  procuracy  is  re- 
sponsible for  determining  that  the  decisions  and  directives  of  state 
organs  are  not  in  conffict  with  the  Constitution  or  the  laws,  ordi- 
nances, orders,  decrees,  decisions,  and  directives  issued  by  the  Su- 
preme People's  Assembly,  the  President,  the  Central  People's  Com- 
mittee, the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly, 
or  the  Administration  Council,  Under  Article  144  (3),  the  proc- 
uracy has  the  function  of  judicial  supervision,  to  expose  and  indict 
criminals  and  to  serve  as  the  prosecutor  for  the  state  in  court  pro- 
ceedings against  citizens  accused  of  crimes.  Procurators  are  to  pro- 
tect thereby  the  present  social  system,  the  property  of  the  state  and 
of  cooperative  organizations,  and  the  constitutional  rights  of  indi- 
viduals. The  procuracy  is  officially  described  there  as  "a  powerful 
weapon  of  the  proletarian  dictatorship  that  executes  the  judicial 
policy  of  the  Party  and  the  state"  (see  entry  213). 

The  procuracy's  powers  in  regard  to  criminal  proceedings, 
coupled  with  its  general  supervisory  power  over  the  legality  of  oper- 
ations of  all  state  organs,  make  it  potentially  one  of  the  strongest 
organs  of  the  state.  Although  procurators  are  involved  in  all  stages 
of  the  arrest,  indictment,  and  prosecution  process,  they  do  not  have 
any  control  over  the  actions  of  the  secret  police  and  thus  have  no 
role  in  the  preparation  of  indictments  or  the  prosecution  of  those 
arrested  by  the  secret  police  on  suspicion  of  committing  political 
crimes. 

Lawyers 

Article  138  of  the  1972  Constitution  provides  that  "the  accused 
is  guaranteed  the  right  to  a  defense."  Without  mentioning  specifi- 
cally hov/  and  to  what  extent  this  right  is  accorded  in  actual  practice, 
an  official  publication  of  the  North  Korean  Academy  of  Sciences 
stated  in  1963  that  the  right  to  counsel  is  thoroughly  guaranteed  to 
the  accused  (entry  8). 

The  1948  Regulation  Concerning  Lawyers,  which  superseded 
a  1947  regulation  of  the  same  title,  reorganized  the  existing  law- 
yers' association  as  a  voluntary  social  organization  in  Pyongyang 
and  each  province,  under  the  supervision  of  the  courts.  Member- 
ship in  the  people's  bar  is  granted  by  the  standing  committee  of 
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each  association.  The  statutory  requirements  for  membership  are 
legal  education  or  practical  experience  working  injudicial  organs. 

Only  members  of  a  lawyers'  association  can  practice  law.  Ac- 
cording to  Article  3  of  the  1948  Regulation,  a  lawyer  has  three 
major  functions.  First,  he  provides  the  public  with  legal  assistance 
and  interpretation  of  the  law,  in  compliance  with  an  individual 
Ghent's  request.  Second,  he  prepares  petitions,  contracts,  agree- 
ments, and  other  legal  documents  for  individuals,  groups,  state 
agencies,  and  enterprises.  Third,  he  acts  as  defense  counsel  for  the 
accused,  appellant,  or  petitioner  in  a  criminal  case,  or  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  plaintiff,  the  defendant,  or  other  interested  parties 
in  civil  cases. 

Above  all,  the  fundamental  duty  of  the  lawyer  is  to  cooperate 
with  the  court  in  discovering  the  truth,  to  promote  justice,  and  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  the  state  and  the  people  from  criminals, 
thus  defending  and  implementing  the  policy  of  the  Workers'  Party. 
In  the  final  analysis,  a  lawyer  must  become  a  good  Party  lawyer 
who  knows  how  to  defend  Party  interests  on  the  basis  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  proletarian  dictatorship  (entry  501). 

In  North  Korea,  the  practice  of  law  is  not  regarded  as  a  lucra- 
tive profession.  The  lawyer  practices  in  an  office  operated  by^the 
lawyers'  association,  which  pays  a  fixed  salary.  The  amount  of  the 
fee  a  client  pays  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  a  contract  reached 
with  the  lawyers'  association,  and  the  fee  is  paid  directly  to  the 
group.  If  a  client  is  too  poor  to  pay  a  fee,  the  court  may  appoint 
counsel  to  serve  without  charge. 

The  Socialist  Law- Abiding 
Life  Guidance  Committees 

In  1977,  Socialist  Law-Abiding  Life  Guidance  Committees 
were  established  in  the  Central  People's  Committee  and  in  the 
people's  committees  at  all  levels  of  the  provinces,  cities,  and  counties. 
They  are  ad  hoc  committees  that  meet  once  a  month,  and  usually 
consist  of  six  people,  including  a  chairman  and  a  vice-chairman, 
who  are  selected  from  the  procuracy,  the  social  safety  agency 
(police),  and  the  people's  committee  of  the  district  concerned;  no 
members  are  selected  from  the  court.  The  president  of  the  people's 
committee  serves  concurrently  as  the  chairman  of  the  Socialist 
Law-Abiding  Life  Guidance  Committee. 

One  of  the  important  duties  of  these  committees  is  to  control  by 
means  of  law  the  leading  personnel  of  state  and  economic  insti- 
tutions, to  prevent  them  from  abusing  their  power.  The  committees 
also  work  to  create  a  spirit  of  law  observance  in  society  at  large. 
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The  committee  members  and  staff  workers  (called  law  commenta- 
tors) are  to  make  commentaries  on  particular  laws  and  disseminate 
legal  information  to  the  citizens  in  the  area,  thereby  strengthening 
citizens'  education  in  the  spirit  of  obedience  to  law. 

The  committees  are  further  empowered  to  supervise  and  con- 
trol the  law-abiding  status  of  all  the  organizations,  work  places,  so- 
cial groups,  and  citizens  in  their  jurisdiction.  All  state  inspection 
agencies,  the  procuracy,  and  the  police  are  subject  to  the  oversight 
of  the  committees  in  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  the  law.  The 
committees  may  directly  handle  law  enforcement  and  inspection  or 
entrust  these  functions  to  law-enforcement  agencies.  They  may  de- 
mand necessary  data  from  various  other  agencies.  They  also  work 
to  strengthen  education  of  workers  in  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws. 

Since  the  committees  are  empowered  to  supervise  the  obser- 
vance of  the  law  by  all  government  and  economic  institutions,  they 
apply  strict  legal  sanctions  against  those  who  break  laws  and  regu- 
lations. The  committees  handle  all  types  of  violations,  short  of 
crimes,  and  impose  administrative  sanctions.  Underlying  the  work 
and  activities  of  the  committees  is,  of  course,  the  concept  of  the  so- 
cialist law-abiding  life,  which  is  dealt  with  in  the  key  works  already 
discussed  in  the  introductory  essay  to  Section  2. 

Most  of  the  North  Korean  articles  listed  in  this  topical  section 
are  taken  from  Minju  sabop,  a  legal  journal  published  monthly  from 
July  1958  to  November  1959  by  the  Ministry  of  Justice.  They  are 
therefore  old  and  fragmentary.  There  is  no  systematic  writing  by 
North  Korean  scholars  on  the  subject  of  the  administration  of  jus- 
tice; the  best  survey  of  the  structure  and  functions  of  courts  in  the 
DPRK  from  1945  to  1960  is  probably  Chae-do  Yi's  "The  Develop- 
ment of  Legislation  Relating  to  the  Trial  Work  of  the  RepubHc" 
(entry  159).  Three  studies  have  been  completed  by  South  Koreans: 
In-fu  Pang's  "Structure  and  Operation  of  the  Judiciary  in  North 
Korea"  (entry  183),  Ku-jin  Kang's  "An  Analysis  of  Judicial  Func- 
tions in  North  Korea"  (entry  1 76),  and  the  most  recent  study  on  the 
subject,  S5n-hoe  Chu  and  Chae-in  Yu's  Government  Structure  and  the 
Judicial  System  (entry  351a),  published  in  1985  by  the  Ministry  of 
Justice,  Republic  of  Korea. 

Several  articles  in  English  treat  the  administration  of  justice  in 
the  DPRK.  Ilpyong  J.  Kim's  "The  Judicial  and  Administrative 
Structure  in  North  Korea"  (entry  199)  is  the  earliest  study  on  the 
subject.  More  recent  studies  include  "The  Judicial  System  of  the 
DPRK"  (entry  189),  "Law  and  Justice  in  North  Korea"  (entry 
190),  and  "The  Structure  and  Functions  of  the  North  Korean 
Court  System"  (entry  191),  all  by  Sung  Yoon  Cho,  and  "Ma- 
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chinery  of  Justice  in  North  Korea"  (entry  194)  by  Ku-jin  Kang. 
"The  Legal  System,"  by  Chin  Kim,  is  an  essay  that  forms  Chapter

The  Constitutions 

The  first  Constitution  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of 
Korea  was  enacted  on  September  9,  1948.  It  consisted  of  104  arti- 
cles in  ten  chapters.  In  the  years  1954-1962,  it  underwent  several 
minor  revisions.  On  December  27,  1972,  a  new,  extensively  revised 
Constitution  consisting  of  149  articles  in  eleven  chapters  was  adopted 
and  remains  in  effect  today. 

The  new  Constitution  reflects  the  considerable  changes  in 
North  Korean  society  and  state  policy  that  took  place  in  the  inter- 
vening years.  One  of  its  important  features  is  settlement  of  the 
controversy  over  the  "transition  period"  and  the  future  of  the  dic- 
tatorship of  the  proletariat.  The  1972  Constitution  was  enacted  at 
a  time  when  there  was  debate  as  to  whether  or  not  the  transition 
to  socialism  had  been  completed.  If  the  transition  were  complete, 
some  argued,  perhaps  a  proletarian  dictatorship  and  class  str-uggle 
were  no  longer  necessary.  Premier  Kim  Il-s6ng  considered  this  posi- 
tion to  be  "rightist,"  yet  at  the  same  time  he  disagreed  with  those 
who  argued  that  the  transition  period  should  last  until  a  totally 
classless  society  had  been  created  and  distinctions  between  workers 
and  peasants  eliminated.  Kim  attempted  to  resolve  the  issue  by  stat- 
ing that  the  establishment  of  a  socialist  system  did  not  in  itself  mean 
that  there  had  been  a  complete  victory.  Kim  stated  that  although 
the  cause  of  socialism  had  been  advanced  in  the  years  since  1958, 
the  proletarian  dictatorship  should  continue,  because  a  truly  class- 
less society  had  not  yet  been  achieved.  Kim's  view  was  codified 
in  Article  10  of  the  Constitution,  which  states,  "the  Democratic 
People's  Republic  of  Korea  exercises  the  dictatorship  of  the 
proletariat. . .  ."  The  new  Constitution,  according  to  Kim's  speech 
"Let  Us  Further  Strengthen  the  Socialist  System  of  Our  Country," 
is  intended  to 

consolidate  legally  the  tremendous  achievements  of  our 
people  in  the  socialist  revolution  and  in  building  socialism 
and  to  lay  down  principles  for  the  political,  economic, 
and  cultural  spheres  of  socialist  society  [entry  64]. 
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Thus,  the  new  Constitution  was  designed  to  suit  the  needs  of  a 
sociaHst  era.  The  first  three  chapters  (48  articles),  covering  pol- 
itics, the  economy,  and  culture,  are  a  kind  of  theoretical  preface 
outlinig  the  nature  of  the  state;  the  old  Constitution  presented  this 
in  a  single  chapter  of  ten  articles,  under  the  rubric  'Tundamental 
principles."  Politically,  the  DPRK  is  described  as  a  tripartite  po- 
litical entity  comprised  of  a  worker-peasant  alliance  led  by  the 
workers,  socialist  production  relations,  and  an  independent  na- 
tional economy  (Art.  2). 

The  nature  of  relations  with  other  socialist  states  is  a  second 
major  area  of  difference  in  spirit  between  the  two  Constitutions. 
The  1948  document  had  been  based  on  the  Soviet  Constitution  of 
1936  and  was  written  at  a  time  when  Soviet  influence  was  strong. 
By  the  time  of  the  Sino-Soviet  split,  however,  there  were  pro- 
Russian  and  pro-Chinese  factions  in  Pyongyang.  Kim  Il-song  de- 
cided to  develop  an  independent  Marxist  program  that  would 
make  Pyongyang  stand  apart  from  both  Moscow  and  Beijing.  He 
called  his  policy,  formulated  in  1966,  chuch'e  [self-reliance].  It  is 
written  into  the  1972  Constitution  in  Article  4. 

The  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  is  guided  in 
its  activity  by  the  Juche  [chuckle]  idea  of  the  Workers'  Party 
in  Korea,  a  creative  application  of  Marxism-Leninism  to 
the  conditions  of  our  country. 

Article  4  implies  that  the  Party  is  superior  to  the  State,  thereby  pro- 
viding the  constitutional  grounds  for  Party  leadership  over  the 
country  and  its  relations  with  other  states. 

The  concept  chuck' e  is  also  the  driving  force  for  the  indepen- 
dent North  Korean  economy,  defined  by  the  Constitution  as  a 
planned  economy  based  on  socialist  laws  of  economic  development 
(Art.  31)  achieved  through  "the  historic  task"  of  industrialization 
(Art.  24).  The  related  concepts  of  the  Ch'ongsan-ni  method 
(Art.  12),  the  Ch'511ima  movement  (Art.  13),  and  the  Taean  system 
(Art.  30)  have  also  been  incorporated  into  the  Constitution.^  Thus, 
the  new  Constitution  is  considered  by  North  Korea  to  be  a  reflec- 
tion of  many  developments  in,  and  achievements  of,  the  socialist 
revolution. 

More  constitutional  law  subjects  have  been  discussed  in 
Korean,  Japanese,  and  English  than  any  other  legal  topics.  Two 
collections  of  essays  on  the  1972  Constitution  by  North  Korean

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writers  deserve  special  mention:  The  Socialist  Constitution  of  the 
DPRK  Is  a  Powerful  Weapon  for  Strengthening  Socialist  Construction, 
edited  by  Chae-muk  Ghu  (entry  214),  and  A  Collection  of  Essays  on  the 
Socialist  Constitution  of  the  DPRK  (entry  215).  Valuable  general  com- 
mentaries on  the  1972  Constitution  include  Socialist  Constitutional 
Theories  Based  on  Chuch'e,  edited  by  Ch6r-6n  Kim  (entry  212)  and  A 
Commentary  on  the  Socialist  Constitution  of  the  DPRK  (entry  213).

Another  authoritative  essay  on  the 
1948  Constitution  is  T'aeg-y5ng  Kim's  "Commentary  on  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  DPRK,"  printed  in  eight  installments  in  Inmin,  a 
non-legal  journal  (entry  225). 

South  Korean  writings  on  the  1972  Constitution  include  Ku- 
jin  Kang's  "Study  of  the  Socialist  Constitution  of  North  Korea" 
(entry  250)  and  Un-yong  Kim's  "The  Constitution  of  North  Korea 
and  Its  Power  Structure"  (entry  255).

It  presents  an  article- 
by-article  analysis  of  the  Constitution  in  addition  to  background  in- 
formation on  constitutional  history  and  development  and  other 
aspects.  An  English  translation  of  this  work  was  published  by  For- 
eign Languages  Publishing  House  in  Pyongyang  in  1975  (entry 
293).  Kyu-sung  Kim's  article  in  Japanese,  "The  Socialist  Constitu- 
tion of  the  DPRK  and  Legislative  Direction,"  discusses  Kim  II- 
song's  ideas  and  theories  on  the  1972  Constitution  (entry  280).

State  Structure 

Under  the  1972  Constitution,  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly 
(SPA),  a  unicameral  legislative  body,  is  "the  highest  organ  of  state 
power."  Its  deputies  are  elected  to  a  four-year  term  by  "universal, 
equal,  and  direct  suffrage  by  secret  ballot."  The  deputies  comprise 
representatives  of  the  workers,  peasants,  soldiers,  and  working  in- 
tellectuals. Usually  two  regular  sessions  of  about  three  to  five  days' 
duration  are  convened  annually  by  the  Assembly's  Standing  Com- 
mittee. Under  the  1948  Constitution,  when  the  Assembly  was  not  in 
session,  its  Standing  Committee  was  the  highest  government  organ; 
the  clause  containing  this  provision  was  deleted  from  the  1972  Con- 
stitution. Among  other  powers,  the  Standing  Committee  under  the 
former  Constitution  could  promulgate  laws,  issue  pardons,  appoint 
and  recall  envoys,  ratify  or  abrogate  treaties,  and  receive  foreign 
envoys.  Its  chairman  served  as  head  of  state.  With  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  1972  Constitution,  however,  these  powers  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  newly-created  office  of  the  President  of  the  DPRK  and 
the  new  Central  People's  Committee.  Thus  the  1972  Constitution 
reflects  the  reality  of  President  Kim  Il-song's  strong  one-man  rule. 

The  President  is  head  of  state  and  represents  the  DPRK.  In 
addition,  he  is  the  Supreme  Commander  of  the  Armed  Forces  and 
chairman  of  the  National  Defense  Commission.  He  promulgates 
laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  the  SPA  and  convenes  and  presides 
over  the  Administration  Council.  The  President  also  has  the  au- 
thority to  issue  his  own  "Orders,"  to  grant  special  pardons,  to  ratify 
or  abrogate  treaties,  and  to  receive  foreign  envoys.  Like  the  SPA 
members,  the  President  is  elected  for  four  years.  Kim  Il-song  was 
elected  as  the  first  President  of  the  DPRK  immediately  after  the  en- 
actment of  the  new  Constitution.  Although  in  fact  Kim  also  serves 
as  head  of  the  Workers'  Party,  there  is  no  formal  tie  between  the 
two  positions  of  President  and  Party  head. 

The  Central  People's  Committee  (CPC)  is  the  "highest  leader- 
ship organ  of  State  power"  and  is  headed  by  the  President  of  the 
DPRK.  Under  the  new  Constitution,  the  functions  of  the  central 
government  were  divided  between  the  CPC,  which  makes  policy 
and  supervises  its  implementation,  and  the  Administration  Council, 
which  carries  out  the  policy.  The  Cabinet  had  performed  both 
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policy-making  and  administrative  functions  under  the  old  Consti- 
tution. The  Cabinet  has  been  renamed  the  Administration  Council 
under  the  new  Constitution.  Kim  Il-song  has  described  these  de- 
velopments in  the  speech  mentioned  above,  where  he  states: 

The  new  states  structure  is  built  in  such  a  way  that  the 
activities  of  administrative  bodies  are  always  supervised 
and  controlled  by  the  masses  of  the  people  ...  so  that  the 
functionaries  of  the  administrative  bodies  are  able  to  do 
away  with  bureaucracy  in  their  work  and  serve  the  people 
better  as  their  servants  [entry  64]. 

There  is  considerable  overlap  in  membership  between  the  new  Cen- 
tral People's  Committee  and  the  Politburo  of  the  Party,  with  mem- 
bers of  the  latter  monopolizing  membership  in  the  former.  It  is 
through  this  relationship  that  the  power  of  the  Party  is  maintained, 
rather  than  on  the  basis  of  any  direct  statement  in  the  constitutional 
description  of  state  power. 

On  the  subject  of  state  structure,  a  South  Korean  writer, 
Tung-un  Pak,  made  a  systematic  study  of  the  over-all  government 
structure  in  1964  in  his  Government  Structure  in  North  Korea  (entry 
343).  An  English  synopsis  has  been  published  by  the  Joint  Pub- 
lications Research  Service  (see  entry  343).  Chin  O.  Chung,  also  of 
South  Korea,  has  produced  a  more  recent  study  of  the  same  subject 
entided  "A  Study  of  the  Power  Structure  of  North  Korea"  (1980) 
(entry  324).  His  essay  in  English,  "The  Evolution  of  a  Constitu- 
tional Structure  in  North  Korea,"  discusses  government  structure 
as  established  by  the  1972  Constitution  (entry  356).  "Analysis  of 
the  Power  Structure  of  North  Korea,"  by  Wan-gi  Pack,  focuses  on 
the  position  and  role  of  the  Central  People's  Committee  (entry

There  is  a  chapter  on  the  basic  rights  and  obligations  of 
citizens  of  the  DPRK  in  both  the  1948  and  the  1972  Constitutions. 
Freedom  of  speech,  the  press,  association,  assembly,  and  demon- 
stration are  guaranteed  today  under  Article  53.  Citizens  are  also 
guaranteed  inviolability  of  person  and  home,  privacy  of  correspon- 
dence (Art.  64),  and  freedom  of  scientific,  literary,  and  artistic  pur- 
suits (Art.  60).  Able-bodied  citizens  have  the  "right  to  work,"  the 
right  to  choose  occupations  according  to  their  skills,  and  the  right  to 
rest  (Arts.  56  and  57).  Free  medical  care  and  material  assistance  for 
those  unable  to  work  due  to  old  age,  illness,  or  handicap  are  also 
guaranteed  in  the  Constitution  (Art.  58). 

There  are  some  important  differences  between  the  1948  and 
1972  documents  in  their  provisions  on  rights  of  citizens.  In  the 
statement  on  the  right  to  vote  and  to  stand  for  office  in  the  1948 
Constitution,  the  influence  of  the  times  can  be  seen.  Both  documents 
extend  the  right  to  elect  and  to  be  elected  to  all  citizens  except  the 
insane  and  those  deprived  of  political  rights  by  court  order.  Article 
12  of  the  1948  version  also  excludes  "pro-Japanese  elements."  By 
1972,  such  an  exclusion  was  no  longer  considered  necessary.  The 
only  other  difference  is  that  in  the  1972  document  (Art.  52)  the 
voting  age  was  lowered,  from  eighteen  years  of  age  to  seventeen. 

There  are  provisions  on  religious  freedom  in  both  Con- 
stitutions, but  the  language  used  in  the  1972  Constitution  makes  the 
guarantee  seem  less  secure.  Where  originally  Article  14  mentioned 
the  "freedom  of  religious  belief  and  of  conducting  religious  ser- 
vices," Article  54  now  gives  citizens  "freedom  of  religious  belief 
and  freedom  to  make  anti-religious  propaganda,"  leaving  out  any 
reference  to  holding  services.  There  is  thus  an  apparent  imbalance 
between  the  passive  right  to  believe  and  the  active  right  to  make 
propaganda  against  religion. 
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Both  Constitutions  mention  the  equal  legal  status  of  women 
and  extend  special  protection  to  mothers,  children,  and  the  family 
unit.  The  1972  Constitution  also  states: 

The  State  affords  special  protection  to  mothers  and 
children  through  maternity  leave,  shortened  working 
hours  for  mothers  of  large  families,  a  wide  network  of 
maternity  hospitals,  nurseries,  and  kindergartens,  and 
other  measures. 

The  State  frees  women  from  the  heavy  burden  of 
household  chores  and  provides  every  condition  for  them 
to  participate  in  public  life  (Art.  62). 

The  new  Constitution  does  not,  however,  include  the  statement 
that  was  in  Article  23  of  the  1948  document  on  the  equal  status  of 
children  born  out  of  wedlock. 

The  1972  Constitution  (Art.  61)  also  extends  special  protec- 
tion to  "revolutionary  fighters,  the  families  of  revolutionary  and 
patriotic  martyrs,  the  families  of  People's  Army  men,  and  disabled 
soldiers. . . ." 

One  protection  that  had  been  included  in  1948  but  which  was 
dropped  in  1972  was  the  freedom  to  run  medium  and  small-scale 
industrial  enterprises  and  to  engage  in  commerce  (Art.  19).  This 
change  can  most  logically  be  attributed  to  Kim  Il-song's  position 
on  the  state  of  progress  toward  socialism.  Indeed,  Article  50  now 
includes  the  statement  that  the  "rights  and  freedoms  of  citizens 
increase  with  the  consolidation  and  development  of  the  socialist 
system." 

Thus  the  Constitution  outlines  a  wide  range  of  rights,  but  in 
reality,  with  the  government  totally  controlled  by  the  Korean 
Workers'  Party  and  dominated  by  Kim  Il-song,  the  state  can  freely 
control  its  citizens.  Punishment  of  any  "political  crime,"  for  in- 
stance, is  severe.  Free  speech  and  freedom  of  the  press  may  be 
guaranteed  in  one  section  of  the  Constitution,  but  elsewhere  in  the 
same  document  North  Koreans  are  required  to  observe  "socialist 
norms  of  life"  and  follow  the  collectivist  principle  of  "one  for  all 
and  all  for  one"  (Art.  49) . 

Concerning  fundamental  human  rights,  the  North  Korean 
writer  Chong-il  Kim  has  completed  a  detailed  study  entitled 
"Fundamental  Rights  and  Duties  of  Citizens  Are  the  Most  Demo- 
cratic Rights  and  Duties  for  Guaranteeing  Workers  an  Indepen- 
dent and  Creative  Life"  (1973)  (entry  362).  T'aeg-yong  Kim  also 
compiled  a  study.  Fundamental  Rights  and  Duties  of  the  Citizens  of  the 
DPRK,  in  1947  (entry  363).  Pyong-sak  Ku,  from  the  South,  has 
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written  "A  Study  of  Fundamental  Human  Rights  in  the  Con- 
stitutions of  North  Korea  and  Communist  China,"  a  comparative 
study  of  several  socialist  countries  (entry  380).  Another  South 
Korean  scholar,  Tae-gwon  Ch'oe,  has  compared  human  rights  in 
South  and  North  Korea  in  an  article  written  in  English  (entry  394). 
The  Country  Reports  on  Human  Rights  Practices  for  1979  and  1984,  sub- 
mitted to  Congress  by  the  Department  of  State,  describe  the  general 
conditions  in  the  DPRK  with  regard  to  human  rights  and  state  that 
some  articles  of  the  1972  Constitution  render  meaningless  the 
guarantees  it  contains  (entries  395,  396).  Roy  U.  T.  Kim's  "Human 
Rights  in  the  DPRK"  is  based  on  observations  he  made  during  a 
visit  to  North  Korea  in  1981  (entry  397a).

Elections 

The  Constitution  provides  in  Article  3  that  all  the  People's 
Assembly  representatives  are  to  be  elected  by  universal  suffrage  and 
secret  ballot.  The  elections  that  have  been  held,  however,  have 
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been  pro  forma,  with  only  one  Party-approved  candidate  running 
for  each  seat.  It  is  reported  that  100  percent  of  registered  voters  par- 
ticipate in  the  elections  and  all  the  approved  candidates  win.  Thus 
elections  are  simply  exercises  to  demonstrate  the  consolidated  con- 
trol of  the  Party,  rather  than  true  political  forums.  The  constitu- 
tional provision  for  the  secret  ballot  is  essentially  ignored.  Recent 
coverage  of  the  February  24,  1985,  election  of  members  of  the  pro- 
vincial, municipal,  and  county  people's  assemblies  stressed  the  par- 
ticipation of  Party  and  government  leaders,  and  revealed  which 
prominent  members  of  the  Korean  Workers'  Party  Central  Com- 
mittee had  voted  for  which  candidates,  described  by  district  and 
name.  Since  there  was  only  one  candidate  for  each  slot,  this  in- 
formation could  hardly  be  regarded  as  real  news.  It  was  doubtless 
included  in  the  Pyongyang  domestic  news  service  report  as  an  indi- 
cation of  Party  strength.

5.  Administrative  Law 
and  Local  Administration 


Administrative  Law 

In  North  Korea,  administrative  law  is  not  treated  under  a 
separate  heading  in  most  of  the  legal  hterature.  Moreover,  unlike 
Western  democratic  countries,  the  notion  of  a  separation  of  powers 
to  define  an  administrative  system  is  not  recognized.  There  are, 
however,  some  items  in  the  literature  which  can  be  said  to  deal 
primarily  with  administrative  law,  and  these  have  been  included  in 
this  section. 

Under  the  1972  Constitution,  administrative  law  can  take  sev- 
eral forms:  laws  and  ordinances  {pomnyongY  enacted  by  the  Supreme 
People's  Assembly  (Art.  76);  decisions  [kyolchong]  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly  (Art.  88);  orders 
{mydngnyong)  of  the  President  (Art.  94);  or  decrees  {chongnyong)  ^ 
decisions  {kyolchong),  and  directives  (chisi)  adopted  and  issued  by 
the  Central  People's  Committee  (Art.  104).  There  are  also  decisions 
and  directives  of  the  Administration  Council  (the  Cabinet)  (Art. 
112).  Ministries  also  issue  directives  (Art.  114),  although  under  the 
1948  Constitution  ministries  published  ordinances  [songnyong]  and 
regulations  (kyuch'ik).  All  laws,  ordinances,  presidential  orders, 
decrees,  decisions,  and  directives  (including  those  at  the  ministerial 
level)  are  subject  to  the  policy  of  the  Party.  At  the  local  level,  the 
people's  assemblies  adopt  decisions;  the  people's  committees  both 
adopt  decisions  and  issue  directives  (Arts.  122  and  126). 

It  should  be  noted  that  under  the  current  regime  no  adversary 
relationship  is  possible  between  the  state  and  the  individual  in 
North  Korea.  The  concept  of  an  administrative  act,  which  occupies 
one  of  the  most  important  positions  in  the  study  of  administrative 
law  in  Western  countries,  is  not  recognized.  It  is  argued  that  this 
concept  is  derived  from  bourgeois  law  and  would  give  administra-

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tive  organs  more  weight  than  the  policy  of  the  Workers'  Party. 
Thus  no  administrative  remedies  or  administrative  litigation  exist. 
Although  under  Article  55  of  the  Constitution  "citizens  are  entitled 
to  make  complaints  and  submit  petitions,"  the  Constitution  fails  to 
spell  out  a  system  of  redress  or  compensation.  It  is  therefore  unlikely 
that  the  system  of  complaints  and  petitions  functions  as  a  true 
source  of  administrative  remedies.  Materials  on  petitions  and  com- 
plaints have  been  written  largely  by  North  Korean  jurists:  Myong- 
se  An  (entry  416),  Chong-il  Kim  (entry  424),  and  Hwa-gyong  Pang 
(entry  426).  These  essays  describe  the  operation  in  actual  practice 
of  the  system  of  complaints  and  petitions. 

There  are  no  systematic  expositions  on  administrative  law  by 
North  Korean  jurists.  Two  essays  by  South  Korean  scholars,  how- 
ever, merit  special  attention:  Se-ch'ang  Yun,  "Administrative  Law 
Order  in  the  North  Korean  People's  Regime,"  written  in  both 
Korean  and  English  (entry  449),  and  Tal-gon  Ch'oe,  "A  General 
Survey  of  North  Korean  Law"  (entry  108).  The  former  is  a  com- 
prehensive and  systematic  study  of  North  Korean  administrative 
law;  the  latter  presents  a  succinct  survey  of  the  features  of  adminis- 
trative law. 

Local  Administration 

Administratively,  North  Korea  is  divided  into  nine  provinces 
and  four  directly-controlled  cities  [chikhwalsi)  that  are  treated  as 
provinces  under  direct  central  authority.  Each  province  is  further 
divided  into  counties  {kun),  municipalities  {si),  urban  districts 
{kuydk),  wards  or  blocks  {long),  villages  (n),  and  workers'  settle- 
ments [nodongjaku) .  Counties,  estat)lished  in  rural  areas,  generally 
include  about  twenty  villages.  Towns  are  larger  than  the  villages 
and  serve  as  the  seats  of  county  government.  Each  village  with  more 
than  four  hundred  workers  involved  primarily  in  a  single  industry, 
such  as  mining  or  fishing,  is  considered  to  be  a  workers'  settlement. 

In  addition  to  performing  the  traditional  functions  of  local 
government  in  North  Korea,  the  various  units  of  local  administra- 
tion also  serve  as  economic  production  and  management  organs.  In 
order  to  carry  out  these  functions,  the  1972  Constitution  established 
people's  assemblies,  people's  committees,  and  administrative  com- 
mittees in  the  provinces  (and  municipalities  directly  under  central 
authority),  cities  or  districts,  and  counties.  The  county  is  the  lowest 
unit  of  local  administration;  local  organs  established  under  the  1948 
Constitution  in  towns  and  villages  have  been  abolished.  Thus  today 
at  the  village  level  there  are  no  local  organs  of  government.  Each 
village  is  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  cooperative  farm  man- 
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agement  committee.  Furthermore,  local  organs  at  the  county  level 
are  charged  with  providing  administrative  and  other  types  of  guid- 
ance to  villages  and  workers'  settlements. 

The  people's  assemblies  have  the  power  to  approve  local  eco- 
nomic development  plans  and  budgets  and  to  elect  and  recall 
officers  of  the  local  organs,  including  the  judges  and  people's  asses- 
sors at  the  corresponding  levels.  The  assemblies  are  also  empowered 
to  supersede  inappropriate  decisions  and  directives  issued  by  local 
organs  at  corresponding  and  lower  levels.  However,  the  people's 
assemblies  only  meet  in  regular  sessions  once  or  twice  a  year.  Under 
the  new  Constitution,  policy  making  and  executing  authority  are 
divided  between  the  people's  committees  and  the  administrative 
committees.  The  people's  committees  function  whenever  the  assem- 
blies are  not  in  session  and  implement  decisions  of  the  assemblies  at 
their  level  and  of  the  people's  committees  at  higher  levels. 

According  to  a  1984  North  Korean  publication  entitled  State 
and  Social  System  of  the  DPRK  (entry  12),  "The  People's  Committee 
is  the  local  organ  of  State  power  when  the  People's  Assembly  is  not 
in  session  and  at  the  same  time  serves  as  the  administrative  and  ex- 
ecutive body."  No  mention  is  made  of  the  existence  of  the  adminis- 
trative committee,^  and  so  it  appears  that  the  people's  committee 
took  over  the  function  of  the  administrative  committee.

6.  Criminal  Law  and 
Procedure 


The  Criminal  Code  and  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  of  the 
DPRK  were  adopted  by  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly  on  March 
3,  1950,  and  became  effective  April  1  of  that  year.  Both  codes  are 
known  to  have  been  revised  on  December  19,  1974,  but  the  revised 
texts  are  not  available.  The  basic  nature  of  these  codes  can  be  seen 
in  the  words  of  Kim  Il-s6ng,  "Law  is  an  expression  of  politics.  Di- 
vorced from  politics,  one  can  neither  understand  nor  enforce  the 
law."  The  1926  Criminal  Code  of  the  Russian  Soviet  Federation  of 
Socialist  Republics  (RSFSR)  was  clearly  the  model  for  the  North 
Korean  Criminal  Code.  Ku-jin  Kang  has  constructed  a  chart  that 
compares  the  DPRK  Criminal  Code,  the  1926  Soviet  Code,  and  the 
1960  Soviet  Code  on  an  article-by-article  basis  (entry  533)  and  it 
shows  the  great  extent  of  overlap  in  their  content  and  structure.  In- 
deed, the  ardcles  in  the  DPRK  Code  and  the  1926  RSFSR  "Code 
that  correspond  in  content  also  tend  to  be  in  the  same  numerical 
sections  of  each  Code.  The  second  Soviet  Code  was  promulgated 
after  Khrushchev's  key  attack  on  the  Stalinist  system  in  1956;  the 
Soviet  Code  was  revised  as  part  of  the  de-Stalinization  process,  but 
the  North  Korean  one  was  not. 

However,  the  changes  in  Soviet  Russia  in  the  late  1950s  were 
reflected  in  policy  debates  in  North  Korea  that  covered  such  mat- 
ters as  the  cult  of  personality  of  Kim  Il-s6ng.  Legal  issues  were  also 
raised.  For  example,  a  group  of  writers,  later  termed  "anti-Party" 
and  "revisionist,"  suggested  that  judges  be  independent  of  Party 
influence.  This  would  have  radically  changed  the  way  criminal  jus- 
tice was  practiced  in  the  DPRK,  but  Kim  and  his  followers  argued 
that  judges  could  never  be  unfair  if  they  followed  the  Party  line, 
and  the  concept  of  judicial  independence  was  not  adopted. 

A  second  issue  debated  in  the  late  1950s  was  the  doctrine  of 
analogy.  This  doctrine,  incorporated  into  the  DPRK  Criminal 
Code  in  Article  9,  held  that  if  no  specific  provision  in  the  Code  existed 
for  a  particular  transgression,  criminal  responsibility  and  punish- 
ment could  be  determined  by  comparison  to  a  criminal  offense  of  a 
similar  nature.  Such  a  provision  was  in  the  1926  Soviet  Code  but

was  dropped  from  the  new  Soviet  Code.  The  reform  faction  in  the 
DPRK  argued  that  the  doctrine  of  analogy  encouraged  arbitrari- 
ness, but  jurists  loyal  to  Kim  said  that  revisionists  were  trying  to 
give  rights  and  freedoms  to  counterrevolutionary  elements  through 
their  proposed  abandonment  of  the  doctrine.  They  raised  the  same 
objection  in  response  to  the  argument  that  there  ought  to  be  equal 
treatment  before  the  law.  The  result  was  that  class-based  justice 
was  upheld  and,  in  general,  concepts  of  criminal  law  and  procedure 
remained  unchanged. 

Another  major  issue  of  the  legal  debate  in  the  field  of  criminal 
procedure  was  presumption  of  innocence.  In  light  of  post-Stalinist 
Soviet  Russia's  adoption  of  this  principle,  considered  in  many  quar- 
ters to  be  vital  to  a  fair  trial,  the  reformists  advocated  its  introduc- 
tion into  North  Korean  law.  They  thought  that  the  burden  of  proof 
in  criminal  proceedings  should  be  on  the  prosecution  and  that  no 
inference  of  guilt  should  be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  the  accused 
had  been  indicted.  When  there  was  equal  evidence  pointing  to  the 
accused's  guilt  and  to  his  innocence,  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  should 
be  given  to  the  accused  and  the  verdict  should  be  "not  guilty." 
Politically  loyal  jurists  countered  with  the  argument  that  the  con- 
cept of  the  presumption  of  innocence  is  found  only  in  bourgeois 
legal  textbooks  and  that  it  is  used  in  an  attempt  to  shield  the  guilty, 
especially  counterrevolutionaries,  from  punishment.  In  people's 
justice,  they  declared,  there  is  no  place  for  the  specious  concept  of 
presumption  of  innocence;  if  a  man  were  innocent,  no  indictment 
would  have  been  drawn  up  against  him  and  there  would  be  no  need 
to  prosecute  him.  Although  the  reformists  made  a  determined 
attempt,  the  regime's  commitment  to  the  perpetuation  of  past  pol- 
icies was  so  firm  that  neither  their  eflforts  nor  the  example  set  by 
Soviet  legal  reform  had  any  impact  on  the  North  Korean  legal 
system. 

The  Penal  Code  of  1950  features  the  socialist  principle  of  pro- 
tecting society  through  the  introduction  of  a  strongly  class-oriented 
legal  system  emphasizing  the  "social  danger"  theory  of  punish- 
ment, rather  than  the  traditional  "fault"  theory  of  the  continental 
civil  law  system.  This  "social  danger"  theory  is  intended  to  protect 
the  welfare  of  the  group  rather  than  that  of  the  individual.  The 
Penal  Code  consists  of  301  articles,  divided  as  follows:  general  pro- 
visions, special  provisions,  crimes  against  sovereignty,  crimes 
against  state  administration,  crimes  against  state,  social,  and  co- 
operative property,  crimes  against  the  person,  crimes  against  the 
property  of  citizens,  crimes  involving  violation  of  labor  legislation, 
official  crimes,  economic  crimes,  crimes  against  the  social  security 
and  health  of  the  people,  and  military  crimes. 

Criminal  law  also  serves  educational  and  propaganda  purposes 
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in  North  Korea.  Through  the  use  of  on-the-spot  trials  and  encour- 
agement of  the  public  to  inform,  an  attempt  is  made  to  maintain 
mass  involvement  in  criminal  justice.  Furthermore,  even  ordinary 
crimes  are  considered  politically  significant  as  expressions  of  re- 
maining vestiges  of  bourgeois  mentality.  It  is  therefore  important 
to  the  political  goals  of  the  state  that  citizens  be  aroused  to  fight 
against  crime.  In  some  cases,  especially  where  counterrevolutionary 
crimes  are  involved,  trials  are  held  at  a  location  chosen  by  the 
Workers'  Party  to  gain  the  maximum  political  advantage.  The 
courts  seek  compulsory  attendance  of  the  masses  at  such  trials, 
although  there  is  no  statutory  authorization  for  it. 

Sentences  are  harsh  and  may  include  imprisonment,  correc- 
tional labor  without  deprivation  of  freedom,  deprivation  of  politi- 
cal rights  such  as  the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office,  and  the  death 
penalty.  In  some  instances,  public  hangings  have  been  authorized. 

The  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  consisting  of  201  articles, 
was  mainly  patterned  after  the  RSFSR  Code  of  Criminal  Proce- 
dure, which  was  enacted  in  1926  and  continued  to  be  in  force  until 
1960.  The  North  Korean  Code  has  the  following  important  head- 
ings, among  others:  initiation  of  criminal  proceedings,  inquiry,  pre- 
trial investigation,  indictment,  preparatory  administrative  session, 
trial,  appeal,  and  execution  of  judgment.  As  in  the  Soviet  Union, 
before  a  case  can  be  brought  to  trial  the  court  must  decide  in  a  pre- 
paratory administrative  session  whether  or  not  the  indictment  re- 
turned by  the  public  procurator  is  sufficient  to  bring  the  accused  to 
trial.  Another  resemblance  to  Soviet  procedure  is  that  the  North 
Korean  court  itself  has  the  power  to  initiate  criminal  proceedings  in 
certain  instances.  If  grounds  for  initiating  a  criminal  case  exist,  a 
judge  may  refer  the  case  to  a  procurator  or  to  a  preliminary  inves- 
tigator, or  he  may  take  the  case  for  consideration  by  his  court. 

Criminal  procedure  in  the  DPRK  has  been  described  as  "in- 
quisitorial"; this  quality  is  more  pronounced  in  North  Korea  than 
in  either  the  Soviet  Union  or  other  civil  law  countries.  It  is  known 
that  the  Workers'  Party  issues  secret  instructions  to  courts  upon 
which  their  decisions  are  then  based,  at  the  expense  of  individual 
rights  and  freedoms. 

In  summary.  North  Korean  criminal  justice  is  essentially  a  tool 
of  the  state  used  to  maintain  public  order  and  political  consensus. 
Unlike  the  Soviet  Union,  the  DPRK  has  not  reformed  the  system  in 
any  significant  way  since  the  Stalinist  era. 

Most  of  the  North  Korean  articles  on  criminal  law  and  proce- 
dure listed  in  this  section  are  from  Minju  sabop,  a  monthly  published 
by  the  Ministry  of  Justice  from  July  1958  to  November  1959.  Ten 
items,  mostly  published  before  the  Korean  War,  were  reproduced 
by  Amerasian  Data  Research  Services  in  1981.  The  Constitution  and 
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Compendium  of  Laws  of  the  DPRK,  edited  by  the  Ministry  of  Justice, 
contains  an  official  North  Korean  commentary  on  the  Penal  Code 
and  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure.  Article-by-article  commen- 
taries on  the  two  Codes  and  indexes  to  their  glossaries,  together  with 
the  texts  of  several  special  criminal  laws,  are  particularly  useful 
(entry  486).  Aside  from,  the  Ministry  of  Justice  commentary,  Hyon- 
sang  Sim's  Commentary  on  the  Korean  Penal  Code:  General  Provisions  is 
the  best  North  Korean  commentary  on  the  Penal  Code  in  practical 
handbook  form  (entry  491).  Three  North  Korean  essays  that  merit 
special  mention  are  Nak-kyu  Han's  "Criminal  Law  of  the  Republic 
as  a  Weapon  to  Strengthen  the  Dictatorship  of  the  Proletariat"  and 
"The  Development  of  Criminal  Law  in  the  Republic"  (entries  472, 
473),  and  Chae-do  Yi's  "Implementation  of  the  Mass  Line  Policy 
of  Our  Party  in  Criminal  Proceedings"  (entry  498). 

Several  articles  on  North  Korean  criminal  law  were  written  by 
South  Korean  scholar  Ku-jin  Kang,  among  others:  "An  Analytical 
Study  of  North  Korean  Criminal  Law,"  "A  Brief  Study  of  Criminal 
Procedure  in  North  Korea,"  and  "Crimes  Against  the  Person  in 
North  Korea"  (entries  508,  509,  510).  The  most  recent  books  on  the 
subject  are  Sung-gyu  An's  Criminal  Law  (entry  507a)  and  Ki-t'aek 
Pak's  Criminal  Procedure  (entry  507b),  published  in  1985  and  1986, 
respectively,  by  the  Ministry  of  Justice,  Republic  of  Korea.  An  arti- 
cle in  Japanese  by  Kyu-siing  Kim,  published  in  three  installments 
in  Ritsumeikan  hogaku,  analyzes  specific  crimes  in  the  Penal  Code  on 
the  basis  of  North  Korean  statutory  material  (entry  527).  Fumio 
Natsume's  essay  is  a  lengthy  Japanese  work  on  the  Penal  Code 
(entry  530). 

English  publications  worthy  of  attention  include  Pyong  Choon 
Hahm's  "Ideology  and  Criminal  Law  in  North  Korea"  (entry 
532)  and  Ku-jin  Kang's  "An  Analytical  Study  of  Criminal  Law  in 
North  Korea"  and  "Important  Aspects  of  Criminal  Procedure  in 
North  Korea"  (entries  533,  534).  Both  of  Kang's  articles  are  based 
on  his  S.J.D.  thesis  and  are  very  detailed  and  informative.  Kang's 
English  translations  of  the  Penal  Code  and  the  Code  of  Criminal 
Procedure  have  appeared  in  Chosufisu  and  Pophak,  respectively 
(entries  536,  535).  Another  English  translation  has  ben  published 
byJPRS  (entry  537).

7.  Civil  Law  and  Procedure 


North  Korea  does  not  yet  have  a  civil  code  of  its  own,  and  the 
Japanese  Civil  Code  has  not  been  in  effect  in  the  country  since  lib- 
eration. In  the  absence  of  a  code,  the  Constitution  and  some  special 
laws  as  well  as  Party  policy,  legal  consciousness,  and  precedents 
constitute  the  basic  sources  of  civil  law.  A  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
was  finally  enacted  on  January  10,  1976,  over  thirty  years  after  the 
end  of  the  Second  World  War. 

Some  of  the  important  special  laws  are:  the  Land  Reform  Law 
(1946),  the  Law  Concerning  Nationalization  of  Important  In- 
dustries (1946),  the  Law  Concerning  the  Equality  of  the  Sexes 
(1946),  the  State  Enterprise  Management  Regulation  (1956),  the 
Decree  Concerning  Prescription  (1956),  the  Law  Concerning  De- 
livery Contracts  on  Products  (1956),  and  numerous  contract  laws. 
All  these  sources  of  civil  law  are  subject  to  the  policy  of  the  Party. 
Civil  law,  like  other  areas  of  the  law,  is  an  instrument  of  Party 
policy.  Through  civil  law,  socialist  ownership  is  regulated  and  the 
state  economic  plan  is  carried  out. 

North  Korean  civil  law  is  based  on  the  Soviet  Civil  Code  of 
1962  and  other  precedents  of  Soviet  civil  law.  Family  law  is  there- 
fore excluded  from  civil  law  and  treated  separately.  At  present,  civil 
law  in  North  Korea  includes  the  following  subjects:  1 )  general  pro- 
visions that  deal  with  parties,  legal  acts,  prescription,  and  so  forth; 
2)  ownership;  3)  obligations;  and  4)  inheritance. 

It  should  be  noted  in  regard  to  the  provisions  about  parties 
that,  in  contrast  to  Western  democratic  countries,  where  civil  law 
generally  regulates  the  private  relations  of  individuals,  under  North 
Korean  civil  law,  state  agencies,  social  groups,  government  em- 
ployees, as  well  as  individuals  participate  in  property  relations  reg- 
ulated by  civil  law. 

The  Constitution  recognizes  three  types  of  ownership:  state 
property,  cooperative  property,  and  private  property  (Arts.  19,  20, 
and  22).  State  property  is  the  property  of  the  entire  people  and 
includes  all  natural  resources,  major  factories  and  enterprises, 
harbors,  banks,  transport,  and  communication  establishments.  In 
theory,  there  is  no  limit  on  what  the  state  may  own.  Thus,  state  prop- 
erty is  different  from  cooperative  property  and  private  property, 
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which  are  limited.  Cooperative  property  or  property  of  cooperative 
organizations  includes  land,  draught  animals,  farm  implements, 
fishing  boats,  and  buildings  as  well  as  small  and  medium  factories 
and  enterprises.  Cooperative  ownership  is  a  form  of  ownership  of 
transitional  character,  and  it  is  bound  to  be  converted  gradually 
into  ownership  by  the  entire  people.  Private  property  is  property 
for  personal  consumption  by  the  working  people.  It  is  primarily 
"the  products  from  the  inhabitants'  supplementary  husbandry, 
including  those  from  the  small  plots  of  cooperative  farmers"  (Art. 
22).  This  property  is  derived  mainly  from  socialist  distribution 
according  to  work  done  and  from  additional  benefits  accorded  by 
the  state  and  society. 

The  subject  of  obligations  covers  performance  of  obligations, 
assignment  of  claims,  assumption  of  obligations,  suretyship  of  obli- 
gations, extinction  of  obligations,  contract,  unlawful  acts  (torts), 
unjust  enrichment,  and  management  of  affairs  without  mandate. 
Among  them,  contracts  are  the  most  important,  as  they  are  neces- 
sary for  realization  of  the  socialist  economic  plan.  Typical  examples 
of  contracts  include  those  concerning  delivery,  basic  construction, 
transportation,  purchase  of  agricultural  products,  and  lease  of  a 
house.  In  the  conclusion  of  contracts,  however,  the  basic  principles 
of  freedom  of  contract  are  denied.  In  theory,  inheritance  should 
constitute  an  independent  subject  of  civil  law,  but  thus  far  it  has 
been  treated  in  the  DPRK  in  terms  of  a  constitutional  provision 
guaranteeing  working  people  the  right  to  pass  on  personal  property 
(Art.  22). 

Most  of  the  articles  cited  in  this  section  on  the  subject  of  con- 
tracts are  taken  from  Minju  sabop,  a  government  legal  journal  pub- 
lished by  the  Ministry  of  Justice  from  July  1958  to  November  1959. 
Among  them,  Chae-gyo  Kim's  (entries  555,  556)  and  Mu-sung  An's 
(entries  541,  542)  merit  special  attention.  The  subject  of  socialist 
ownership  is  discussed  by  Chang-sop  So  in  "The  Republic's  Civil 
Code  as  an  Effective  Means  to  Protect  Socialist  Ownership"  (entry 
569);  "The  Structure  and  Content  of  North  Korean  Civil  Law" 
and  "Private  Property  in  North  Korea"  (entries  577,  576)  are 
South  Korean  scholar  Tal-gon  Ch'oe's  studies  of  North  Korean 
civil  law  in  general  and  of  private  property  in  particular. 

Pursuant  to  a  Cabinet  Decision  of  February  1958,  the  Govern- 
ment began  work  on  the  DPRK's  own  draft  Civil  Code  and  draft 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  draft  Civil  Code  contains:  (1)  general 
provisions,  (2)  ownership,  (3)  obligations,  (4)  copyright,  (5)  the 
right  to  protection  for  originality,  and  (6)  inheritance. 

On  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  final  Civil  Code  should 
include  copyright  and  the  right  to  protection  for  originality,  North 
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Korean  scholarly  opinion  is  divided,  although  the  majority  opinion 
favors  their  inclusion  in  the  Code.  The  majority  view  is  well  repre- 
sented by  Ch'ang-sop  So  in  his  article  "To  Aid  the  Debate  on  the 
Draft  Civil  Code:  a  Framework  for  the  Civil  Code  of  the  Republic" 
(entry  572),  by  Chae-gyo  Kim  in  "Certain  Problems  Arising  from 
the  Preparation  of  the  Draft  Civil  Code  (General  Provisions)  (entry 
554),  and  by  "Problems  Pertaining  to  Copyright,  Right  to  Protec- 
tion for  Originality,  and  Right  of  Inheritance  in  the  (Draft)  Civil 
Code"  in  Minju  sabop  (entry  566).  Three  South  Korean  studies  on 
the  draft  DPRK  Civil  Code  are  especially  worthy  of  note.  Yong-jun 
Yi  discusses  salient  points  of  the  draft  Code  in  detail  (entry  579). 
Ki-s6n  Kim  compares  the  systems  of  private  property  in  North  and 
South  Korea  (entry  578).  And  Chin-jae  Cho's  Civil  Law,  published 
in  1987  by  the  Ministry  of  Justice,  is  the  most  recent  study  on  the 
subject  (entry  578a). 

Changes  in  civil  law  from  1945  to  1960  are  well  surveyed  in 
Ch'ang-sop  So's  "The  Development  of  Civil  Law  in  the  Republic 
(entry  568).  A  discussion  of  the  draft  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  can 
be  found  in  Minju  sabop  (entry  546).  Although  it  has  been  reported 
that  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  was  enacted  in  January  1976, 
neither  the  text  of  this  Code  nor  any  commentaries  are  available.  ^

1946,  the  Law  Concerning  the  Equal  Rights  of  Men  and  Women 
was  issued.  This,  together  with  its  Detailed  Enforcement  Rules 
(1946),  the  Regulations  Adopting  Judicial  Divorce  and  Abolishing 
Divorce  by  Mutual  Consent  (1956),  the  Regulation  Concerning 
Status  Registration  (1955),  the  Regulation  Concerning  Procedures 
of  Examining  Divorce  Cases  (1955),  the  Decree  Concerning  Pre- 
scription (1956),  and  the  Penal  Code  (Arts.  253-256)  form  the  basis 
of  North  Korean  family  law.  Under  the  1948  Constitution,  the 
principles  of  equality  between  the  sexes,  protection  of  marriage  and 
the  family,  and  the  elimination  of  illegitimacy  as  a  status  are  stressed. 
A  major  goal  of  the  1946  Law,  according  to  its  Preamble,  is  to  en- 
courage "the  liberation  of  women  from  their  inequality  in  political, 
economic,  cultural,  and  family  life." 

Marriages  must  satisfy  certain  substantive  requisites:  a  man 
must  be  eighteen  and  a  woman  seventeen  to  marry;  a  person  who 
marries  someone  who  is  under  age,  or  violates  any  of  the  require- 
ments for  marriage,  will  be  subject  to  criminal  sanctions  outlined 
in  the  Penal  Code  of  1950.  A  marriage  must  be  concluded  by  free 
consent  and  must  be  monogamous.  There  is,  however,  no  provision 
prohibiting  marriage  based  on  close  relation  by  blood  or  marriage. 
North  Korean  law  does  not  comment  on  the  status  of  relationships 
established  before  August  1945  that  are  not  in  conformity  with  cur- 
rent regulations. 

In  addition  to  fulfilling  the  substantive  requirements  for  mar- 
riage, a  valid  marriage  must  be  registered  with  the  competent 
authorities  under  the  Detailed  Enforcement  Rules  of  the  Law  Con- 
cerning the  Equal  Rights  of  Men  and  Women  of  1946  and  the 
Regulation  Concerning  Status  Registration  of  Citizens  of  March  5, 
1955.  Under  the  1955  Regulation  (Art;  8,  para.  1),  both  parties  are 
required  to  appear  before  the  registration  office  that  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  place  where  they  reside  and  to  present  to  that  office  an 
application  for  marriage.  Before  a  marriage  certificate  is  issued,  the 
registration  office  will  investigate  the  background  of  both  parties 
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and  examine  the  document  and  the  information  it  contains  to  verify 
that  the  facts  are  true  and  that  the  substantive  requirements  have 
been  met.  Once  a  marriage  certificate  has  been  issued,  this  fact 
must  be  recorded  on  both  parties'  citizen  identification  cards. 

There  are  no  provisions  protecting  engagement,  marriages  con- 
cluded by  customary  ceremony,  or  de  facto  marriage  status  prior  to 
registration,  nor  is  there  any  provision  requiring  witnesses  to  a  mar- 
riage. Thus,  under  North  Korean  law,  a  marriage  is  not  recognized 
until  registered  with  the  proper  authorities.  The  Supreme  Court 
has  affirmed  that  "only  a  registered  marriage  is  legally  valid,"  with 
the  partners  accorded  the  rights  and  duties  of  husband  and  wife. 

Before  1956,  a  divorce  was  easily  obtained  by  petition  to  an 
administrative  agency.  In  that  year,  however,  such  divorces  by 
mutual  consent  granted  by  an  administrative  agency  were  discon- 
tinued (Cabinet  Decision  No.  24,  effective  April  1,  1956)  because 
it  was  felt  that  the  procedure  was  widely  misused  and  caused  diffi- 
culties in  the  maintenance  of  the  socialist  family  and  the  support  of 
dependent  children.  Now,  therefore,  divorces  are  all  granted  at  the 
discretion  of  the  courts.  A  Decree  of  the  Presidium  of  the  Supreme 
People's  Assembly  of  March  21,  1962,  provides  that  suits  for  divorce 
cannot  usually  be  filed  against  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  preg- 
nant women,  or  women  in  the  first  year  after  the  birth  of  a  child. 
Both  parties  must  appear  before  the  court  in  person,  and  reconcilia- 
tion must  be  attempted. 

The  grounds  for  divorce  are  outlined  in  general  in  the  Law 
Concerning  the  Equal  Rights  of  Men  and  Women,  which  states 
that  "women  have  equal  rights  with  men  to  a  free  divorce  when . . . 
family  life  becomes  difficult  and  conditions  which  hinder  the 
further  continuation  of  the  husband  and  wife  relationship"  arise 
(art.  5).  The  Supreme  Court  has  issued  a  directive  to  guide  lower 
courts  in  the  disposition  of  divorce  cases.  This  directive  states  that  a 
divorce  is  not  to  be  granted  for  temporary  ill-feeling  within  a  family 
or  because  of  a  quarrel,  but  only  if  the  sound  development  of  family 
life  would  be  harmed  or  there  would  be  a  bad  influence  on  the 
children  should  the  m^arriage  continue.

Cases  provides  that  child  custody  will  be  determined  by  the  court  at 
the  time  a  divorce  decree  is  issued.  The  cost  of  child  support  may  be 
assigned  to  either  or  both  parents;  generally,  20  percent  of  income  is 
considered  necessary  to  support  one  child,  30  percent  for  two,  and 
50  percent  for  three.  Fines  are  assessed  for  failure  to  follow  the  court 
order  to  share  the  cost  of  rearing  children.  Once  rendered  by  the 
court,  a  divorce  becomes  effective  when  the  registration  office  has 
been  notified  and  the  information  has  been  recorded  on  the  citizen 
identification  cards  of  the  former  marriage  partners. 
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The  standard  textbook  on  the  subject  of  family  law  is  North 
Korean  scholar  Ir-ho  Cho's  Korean  Family  Law,  written  with  the 
government's  approval  in  1958  for  university  students  (entry  580). 
Ku-bae  Kim,  a  Korean  scholar  residing  in  Japan,  wrote  the  first 
essay  in  Japanese  on  the  subject,  "The  Family  Law  of  the  DPRK," 
in  1961  on  the  basis  of  Cho's  book  and  other  North  Korean  materials 
(entry  604).  He  cited  North  Korean  writings  previously  unavailable 
to  researchers  outside  North  Korea.  Saburo  Kuroki,  a  Japanese 
scholar,  has  a  section  in  his  book  Modernization  of  the  Marriage  Law: 
Contemporary  Family  Laws  in  Asia  that  succinctly  discusses  the  fea- 
tures of  North  Korean  family  law  (entry  606).  Byong  Su  Lee  com- 
pares the  marriage  and  divorce  laws  of  North  and  South  Korea  in 
an  article  written  in  Japanese  (entry  607). 

The  most  extensive  study  of  this  subject  was  written  by  a  South 
Korean  scholar,  Tal-gon  Ch'oe,  who  from  1971  to  1980  authored 
numerous  articles  and  books  (including  a  doctoral  dissertation) 
on  marriage,  divorce,  adoption,  and  relatives  (entries  583  591). 
His  The  Marriage  Law  of  North  Korea  was  translated  into  Japanese  in 
1982  (entry  603).  Pyong-ho  Pak  and  Hui-bong  Yi,  two  other  South 
Korean  scholars,  each  did  a  comparative  study  of  the  family  systems 
of  North  and  South  Korea  (entries  597,  598). 

Tal-gon  Ch'oe  also  contributed  an  article  in  English,  "The 
Guiding  Principles  of  Family  Law  in  North  Korea,"  to  East  Asian 
Review,  a  South  Korean  journal  published  in  Seoul  (entry  612). 
Chin  Kim's  article,  "Law  of  Marriage  and  Divorce  in  North 
Korea,"  appeared  once  in  The  International  Lawyer,  was  reprinted  in 
Osteuropa-Recht,  and  was  later  translated  into  Japanese  (entry  613).

9.  Economic  and 
Industrial  Law 

This  section  will  focus  on  selected  topics  relating  to  industry 
and  the  economy,  including  the  economic  plan  as  law,  the  law  of 
nationalization  of  major  industries,  the  abolition  of  taxation,  the 
Taean  work  system,  and  the  joint  venture  law. 

The  national  economy  of  North  Korea  is  a  planned  economy. 
The  legal  status  of  the  plans  has  been  set  forth  by  Kim  Il-song. 
"Our  law  does  not  consist  of  the  codes  of  criminal  and  civil  proce- 
dure alone.  The  national  economic  plan  is  also  a  law  and  so  is  the 
state  budget.  All  these  are  legal  expressions  of  the  policies  and 
measures  of  the  state"  (see  entry  128).  Thus,  according  to  Kim, 
economic  plans  have  a  legal  character.  Any  infraction  of  their  pro- 
visions is  tantamount  to  violation  of  state  regulations.  Further  elab- 
oration on  the  subject  can  be  found  in  Chang-op  So's  "The  People's 
Economic  Plan  Is  Law"  (entry  627). 

The  basic  economic  units  are  the  state  enterprises.  Their  status 
is  governed  by  the  Order  of  the  Cabinet  Ministers  of  May  21,  1955, 
Concerning  State  Enterprises.  These  enterprises  are  independent 
legal  entities,  similar  to  those  in  the  Soviet  Union.  It  has  been  re- 
ported that  more  than  90  percent  of  the  total  industrial  output 
comes  from  the  state  enterprises.  The  balance  is  produced  by  in- 
dustrial co-ops.  Jaroslav  Barinka's  article  in  the  International  En- 
cyclopedia of  Comparative  Law  describes  some  other  aspects  of  state 
management  of  the  national  economy  (entry  125). 

North  Korea  has  thus  far  launched  two  one-year  plans  (1947 
and  1948),  one  two-year  plan  (1949-1950),  two  three-year  plans 
(1951-1953,  suspended,  and  1954-1956),  a  five-year  plan  that  was 
completed  within  four  years  (1957-1960),  a  first  seven-year  plan 
(1961-1967,  extended  to  1970),  a  six-year  plan  (1971-1976),  a 
second  seven-year  plan  (1978  1984)  and  a  third  seven-year  plan 
(1987-  ).  More  information  on  the  plans  can  be  found  in  Pukhan 
ch'ongnam,  1945-1982  (entry  637)  and  volume  7  of  the  English  edi- 
tion of  Kim  Il-song's  Selected  Works  (entry  660).  Joseph  S.  Chung's 
English-language  article,  "Economic  Planning  in  North  Korea" 
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(entry  651),  well  describes  the  main  goals  of  all  the  economic  plans 
through  1984. 

Under  the  Law  on  the  Nationalization  of  Industries,  Trans- 
port, Communications,  Banks,  and  So  On  [sic],  of  August  10,  1946, 
more  than  one  thousand  industrial  enterprises  owned  by  the  Japa- 
nese government  and  Japanese  individuals  were  nationalized.  The 
economic  foundation  for  Japanese  exploitation  of  the  area  was 
thereby  liquidated.  Articles  appearing  in  Inmin  (entry  616)  and 
Kulloja  (entry  635)  explain  the  legislative  intent,  meaning,  and  im- 
plementation of  the  1946  Law.  A  discussion  of  this  law  is  contained 
in  a  speech  by  Kim  Il-s6ng  that  has  been  translated  into  English.  It 
appears  in  volume  1  of  his  Selected  Works  (entry  654);  volume  2  of  his 
Works  contains  a  translation  of  the  law  itself  (entry  658). 

North  Korea  has  abolished  all  taxes.  The  first  step  was  the 
elimination  of  the  agricultural  tax-in-kind,  which  had  been  im- 
posed by  the  Decision  Concerning  Agricultural  Tax-in-Kind  and 
originally  set  at  the  rate  of  25  percent;  it  had  been  reduced  to  an 
average  of  20.1  percent,  then  further  reduced  to  8.4  percent,  and 
was  finally  eliminated  in  1966.  North  Korean  authorities  repeatedly 
cited  this  as  evidence  of  the  emancipation  of  the  peasant.  All  other 
taxes  were  abolished  on  April  1,  1974,  by  virtue  of  a  law  adopted 
eleven  days  earlier.  The  regime  then  boasted  that  North  Korea  was 
the  first  country  in  the  world  to  be  without  a  taxation  system.  This 
abolition  of  taxes  was  part  of  the  implementation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1972,  which  states  in  Article  33  that  "the  State  abolishes  tax- 
ation, a  relic  of  the  old  society."  Details  can  be  found  in  the  report 
of  Kun-mo  Yi,  vice  premier  at  the  time,  which  he  delivered  at  the 
Third  Session  of  the  Fifth  Supreme  People's  Assembly  (entry  648). 
It  was  at  that  session,  on  March  21,  1974,  that  the  Law  on  the  Com- 
plete Abolition  of  the  Taxation  System  was  adopted.  The  law 
appears  in  Chosen  Gakujutsu  tsuho,  a  Japanese  journal  (entry  645). 

The  "Taean  system"  is  the  system  of  management  for  state 
enterprises  implemented  since  December  1961;  its  name  derives 
from  a  visit  made  by  Kim  Il-song  in  1961  to  the  Taean  Electrical 
Appliance  Plant.  It  has  been  described  as  the  adaptation  of  the 
Ch'ongsan-ni  system  (a  form  of  management  designed  for  agri- 
culture) to  industry.  Workers  are  in  theory  to  become  involved 
in  the  management  process.  While  production  goals  are  still  set 
by  planning  officials,  methods  of  implementation  are  supposedly 
determined  by  collective  leadership.  This  system  is  designed  to  re- 
place the  "one-man"  management  system  that  preceded  it,  which 
had  been  blamed  for  such  administrative  inefficiencies  in  enter- 
prises as  duplication  of  effort,  delays  in  procurement,  and  excessive 
"bureaucratism."  The  Taean  system  has  been  combined  with  an 
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effort  to  bring  political  control  into  factory  leadership  so  that  the 
latter  becomes  a  vehicle  for  Party  control.  Thus,  each  factory  is 
run  by  a  Party  committee.  Kim  himself  enunciated  this  relationship 
between  the  Party  and  the  Taean  system  in  a  speech  he  gave  on 
November  9,  1962,  entitled  "On  Further  Developing  the  Taean 
Work  System"  (entry  655). 

A  second  major  aspect  of  the  Taean  system  is  its  incorporation 
of  material  incentives,  reflected  in  the  change  of  cost-accounting 
procedures.  Each  enterprise  is  to  be  financially  independent;  the 
Central  Bank  supplies  the  enterprise  with  an  initial  investment  that 
it  may  later  supplement,  but  factories  are  responsible  for  their  own 
operating  costs.  Furthermore,  while  half  of  the  profits  of  each  enter- 
prise go  to  the  state,  the  other  half  is  available  to  the  enterprise  to 
invest  in  development  or  to  use  for  the  benefit  of  the  workers.  More 
information  on  the  Taean  system  in  general  can  be  found  in  volume 
3  of  the  English  edition  of  Kim  Il-s6ng's  Selected  Works  (entry  655). 

A  step  away  from  insistence  on  total  economic  self-reliance  was 
taken  in  1980,  when  Kim  Il-s6ng  called  for  development  of  eco- 
nomic ties  with  Western  nations.  On  September  8,  1984,  the  Law  of 
Joint  Venture  of  the  DPRK  was  enacted.  The  law  itself  is  brief, 
only  twenty-six  articles,  and  is  apparently  modeled  on  the  1979 
joint  venture  law  adopted  by  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  ft  is 
intended  to  attract  foreign  investment  and  foreign  exchange  and  to 
promote  economic  and  technological  cooperation.  Joint  ventures, 
including  but  not  limited  to  those  in  industry,  construction,  trans- 
portation, science  and  technology,  and  tourism,  are  to  be  guaran- 
teed protection  of  property,  but  must  "respect  and  strictly  observe 
the  legal  norms  and  regulations  of  the  DPRK"  (Art.  4).  The  law 
appeared  in  English  translation  in  East  Asian  Executive  Reports  (see 
entry  662),  and  in  the  Daily  Report  of  the  U.S.  Foreign  Broadcast 
Information  Service  (see  entry  657).

10.  Labor  and  Health  Law 


The  basic  labor  law,  known  as  the  Labor  Law  for  the  Workers 
and  Office  Employees  in  North  Korea,  was  promulgated  by  the 
Provisional  People's  Committee  on  June  24,  1946.  Kim  Il-song  ex- 
plained the  draft  of  this  labor  law  in  the  following  terms: 

This  is  a  genuinely  democratic  law  aimed  at  emancipat- 
ing the  factory  and  office  workers  of  the  country  from  the 
crushing  colonial  labour  forced  upon  them  in  the  past,  en- 
suring the  improvement  of  their  working  conditions  and 
material  life,  and  opening  up  an  avenue  for  them  to  freely 
build  a  new,  happy  life  [entry  708]. 

The  1946  law  adopted  the  principles  of  the  right  to  rest,  the 
eight-hour  workday,  paid  vacation,  and  equal  pay  for  equal  work, 
and  defined  other  labor  conditions  as  well  as  the  rights  and  duties  of 
the  trade  union.  The  1946  law  was  subsequently  implemented 
through  a  series  of  labor  regulations:  The  Decision  Concerning 
Wages  for  Workers  and  Office  Employees  of  August  1946,  The 
Regulation  for  the  Protection  of  Labor  of  June  1948,  and  other 
similar  regulations.  The  1948  Constitution  (Arts.  15,  17,  30)  and 
the  1972  Consdtution  (Arts.  56,  58,  62,  69)  reinforced  the  legal 
principles  embodied  in  these  regulations.  For  a  detailed  survey  of 
numerous  labor  laws  and  regulations  from  1946  to  1960,  see  Mong-u 
Cho's  "The  Development  of  Labor  Laws  in  the  Republic"  (entry 
665). 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  Ch'ollima  Movement,  a  mass 
campaign  to  encourage  workers  to  compete  to  increase  production. 
This  movement  was  initiated  by  Kim  Il-s6ng  on  a  visit  to  the  Kang- 
son  Steel  Mill  in  South  P'yongan  Province  in  February  1956.  The 
name  means  "Flying  Horse,"  a  reference  to  a  legend  about  a  flying 
horse  that  could  gallop  great  distances  in  one  day.  The  campaign 
was  later  directed  towards  agricultural  as  well  as  industrial 
workers,  and  special  titles  were  given  to  work  units  and  individuals 
whose  performance  was  particularly  high.  The  Flying  Horse  Move- 
ment is  similar  to  Stalin's  "Stakhanovite"  rrovement  and  reflects 
the  same  aim  of  stimulating  workers'  productivity  as  Mao's  "Great 
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Leap  Forward."  The  movement  was  initially  intended  to  help  ac- 
complish the  goals  of  the  1957  Five-Year  Plan.  In  May  1959,  it  be- 
came the  Gh'ollima  Work  Team  Movement.  Although  reference  to 
it  remains  in  the  Constitution,  the  Ch'ollima  Movement  was  largely 
replaced  by  another  propaganda  campaign  called  the  Three  Revo- 
lutions Team  Movement,  which  began  in  1973. 

A  detailed  discussion  of  the  Ch'ollima  Movement  by  a  South 
Korean  scholar  is  found  in  Chin-ung  Kim's  1973  article  "A  Study 
of  the  Ch'ollima  Movement"  in  connection  with  a  consideration  of 
the  theory  and  practice  of  North  Korean  labor  law  (entry  691). 
"Let  Us  Develop  the  Ch'ollima  Work  Team  Movement  in  Depth,  a 
Great  Impetus  to  Socialist  Construction,"  by  Kim  Il-s6ng,  appears 
in  translation  in  his  Selected  Works  (entry  707). 

On  April  18,  1978,  North  Korea  enacted  a  new  labor  law  to 
replace  the  law  of  1946.  This  new  Socialist  Labor  Law,  which  came 
into  force  on  May  1,  1978,  consists  of  seventy-nine  articles  divided 
among  the  following  eight  chapters:  ( 1 )  fundamental  principles 
of  socialist  labor;  (2)  labor  as  a  sacred  duty  of  the  citizen;  (3)  the 
socialist  organization  of  labor;  (4)  socialist  distribution  based  on 
work  accomplished;  (5)  labor  and  technical  renovation,  improve- 
ment of  the  working  people's  technical  skills;  (6)  labor  protection; 
(7)  labor  and  recreation;  and  (8)  state  and  social  benefits  for  the 
working  people. 

While  the  old  law  stressed  workers'  rights,  the  new  law  places 
greater  emphasis  on  labor  administration  and  organization.  Some 
provisions  retained  from  the  old  law  include:  a  fourteen-day  regular 
vacation  for  all  workers,  a  seventy-seven-day  maternity  leave,  and 
Sunday  as  a  day  of  rest.  The  new  law  elevated  the  limit  on  the  min- 
imum work  age  to  sixteen  from  the  previous  fourteen  and  set  the  re- 
tirement age  limit  at  fifty-five  for  women  and  sixty  for  men.  It  spells 
out  a  daily  schedule  for  workers  composed  of  eight  hours  of  work, 
eight  hours  of  lessons,  and  eight  hours  of  rest. 

By  and  large,  the  new  law  does  not  represent  a  sudden  or 
drastic  change  from  the  old  law;  it  is  rather  a  consolidation  of  the 
principles  and  practice  that  had  prevailed  under  numerous  labor 
regulations  and  various  constitutional  provisions,  especially  those 
that  incorporated  the  ideas  of  chuch'e,  the  Ch'ollima  Movement,  the 
Taean  work  system,  and  the  Ch'6ngsan-ni  method.  Under  the  new 
law  (Art.  9),  workers  are  encouraged  to  effect  "a  rapid  development 
of  production  by  stepping  up  the  ideological,  technical,  and  cul- 
tural revolutions  [the  Three  Revolutions  Team  Movement],  by 
deepening  and  developing  the  Ch'ollima  Movement,"  and  thus 
strengthening  the  social  system  of  the  country. 

Further  discussion  of  the  1978  law  can  be  found  in  Kim  II-

On  April  29,  1976,  the  Law  on  the  Nursing  [5zV]*  and  Up- 
bringing of  Children  was  promulgated.  The  law  has  fifty-eight  arti- 
cles in  six  chapters:  (1)  basic  principles;  (2)  the  raising  of  children 
at  state  and  public  expense;  (3)  cultural  and  scientific  raising  of 
children;  (4)  revolutionary  upbringing  and  education  of  children; 
(5)  nursery  school  and  kindergarten  teachers;  and  (6)  child-care  es- 
tablishments and  their  guidance  and  management. 

Under  this  law,  the  system  of  raising  children  in  nurseries  and 
kindergartens  at  state  and  public  expense  was  legally  confirmed. 
After  reaching  the  age  of  five,  children  enter  school  for  eleven  years 
of  compulsory  education.  The  system  of  bringing  up  children  that 
prevailed  prior  to  the  law's  promulgation  is  explained  by  Kim  Il- 
song  in  his  Selected  Works  (entry  706).  Those  interested  in  the  text 
of  the  law  in  Korean,  Japanese,  and  English  should  consult  Pukhan 
pomnyul  haengjong  nonch'ong  (see  entry  676),  Gekkan  Chosen  shiryo 
(entry  702),  and  the  English  translation  published  in  Pyongyang 
(entry  711). 

On  April  5,  1980,  the  Public  Health  Law  was  enacted.  It  con- 
sists of  forty-nine  articles  in  seven  chapters.  The  headings  of  the 
chapters  are:  (1)  basic  principles;  (2)  the  system  of  complete  and 
universal  free  medical  service;  (3)  protection  of  health  in  accor- 
dance with  the  policy  of  prophylactic  medicine;  (4)  chuch' e-hdiS^d 
medical  science  and  techniques;  (5)  medical  guarantees  for  public 
health  work;  (6)  health  workers,  the  true  servants  of  the  people;  and 
(7)  health  agencies  and  their  direction  and  management.  Free  med-

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ical  service  and  preventive  medicine  are  the  two  foundations  upon 
which  the  1980  law  is  built. 

The  Public  Health  Law  says  that  "the  State  provides  every 
citizen  with  the  benefits  of  complete,  free  medical  service"  (Art.  9). 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  state  "to  take  measures  to  prevent  the  people 
from  being  affected  by  disease,"  and  the  state  "directs  efforts  first 
and  foremost  for  prophylaxis  in  public  health  work"  (Art.  17).  The 
law  further  provides  that  the  state  develops  the  district  doctor  or 
doctor  responsibility  system,  in  which  a  single  doctor  is  assigned  to 
a  district  for  which  he  is  responsible  (Art.  27).  The  Japanese  and 
English  texts  of  this  law  appear,  respectively,  in  Gekkan  Chosen  shiryo 
(entry  703)  and  Korea  Today ^  an  English-language  monthly  pub- 
lished in  Pyongyang  (see  annotation  to  entry  703).

1 1 .  Land  Law  and 
Agricultural  Cooperatives 

The  reorganization  of  land-holding  patterns  in  North  Korea 
was  accomplished  in  several  stages,  starting  with  the  land  reform  of 
1946,  At  that  time,  the  majority  of  rural  Korean  families  were 
either  tenant  farmers,  paying  50  to  70  percent  of  their  produce  in 
rent,  or  poor  peasants  owning  very  little  land.  The  North  Korean 
Provisional  People's  Committee,  established  in  Pyongyang  in 
February  1946  as  the  organ  of  administration  during  the  Soviet 
occupation,  gave  top  priority  to  land  reform.  Their  Law  on  Agrar- 
ian Reform  (also  translated  as  the  Land  Reform  Ordinance)  was 
adopted  on  March  5,  1946. 

Under  this  law,  all  lands  in  certain  categories  were  confiscated 
without  compensation.  This  included  all  territory  held  by  the 
Japanese,  who  had  occupied  Korea  as  a  colony  until  their  defeat  in 
the  Second  World  War,  or  by  "national  traitors,"  in  addition  to 
land  in  excess  of  five  chongbo  (12.25  acres)  held  by  any  Korean  and 
fields  owned  by  absentee  landlords.  Monasteries  and  other  religious 
organizations  were  also  permitted  to  retain  only  five  chongbo.  The 
reform  was  done  in  stages,  so  that  not  all  the  landlords  in  any  one 
village  lost  their  land  at  the  same  time.  The  land,  farm  animals,  and 
agricultural  tools  and  machinery  were  then  redistributed  to  the 
peasantry  without  charge.  Past  debts  to  landlords  were  cancelled. 
The  Constitution  of  1948  incorporated  the  major  features  of  the  re- 
form law  by  limiting  landholdings  to  five  chongbo,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  in  the  mountains  holdings  could  be  as  large  as  20  chongbo. 

This  first  step  created  a  rural  economy  based  on  small  land 
holdings,  with  major  installations  such  as  irrigation  facilities  owned 
by  the  state.  The  farmer  could  work  his  fields  and  have  control  over 
the  produce,  but  sale,  rent,  or  mortgage  of  the  land  was  prohibited. 
Initially,  the  agricultural  tax-in-kind  was  25  percent  of  the  harvest, 
a  great  improvement  in  comparison  with  the  pre- 1946  rents.  The 
tax  underwent  a  series  of  gradual  reductions  thereafter,  until  it  was 
finally  abolished  in  1966.^  In  order  to  support  the  costs  of  the

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Korean  War  and  to  finance  the  industrialization  program  of  the 
state,  however,  peasants  were  soon  encouraged  to  donate  "patriotic 
rice"  to  the  state  in  addition  to  having  to  pay  taxes.  Production  was 
disrupted  by  the  fighting,  there  was  a  shortage  of  agricultural 
labor,  and  some  peasants  fled  to  the  South. 

In  response  to  these  economic  difficulties,  and  with  the  goal  of 
making  the  rural  sector  as  socialized  as  the  industrial  sector,  a  col- 
lectivization movement  was  launched  in  1953.  In  the  first  stage, 
mutual  aid  teams  were  organized.  Land  remained  in  private  hold- 
ings, but  labor,  animals,  and  tools  were  shared.  The  second  stage 
began  the  transition  to  socialized  agriculture,  through  the  establish- 
ment of  agricultural  cooperatives.  Farmers  now  worked  the  land 
together  and  anim.als  and  tools  were  purchased  from  a  common 
fund.  The  harvest  was  distributed  based  on  the  amount  of  land  and 
labor  a  family  put  into  the  co-op.  The  last  stage  was  collectivization 
in  1958,  but  today  collectivized  farms  are  still  called  cooperatives.^ 
Land  was  now  owned  by  the  cooperative  or  by  the  state,  and  labor 
contributions  alone  determined  pay.  By  1956,  approximately  80 
percent  of  the  farm  population  had  been  collectivized.  Within  two 
years,  the  process  was  completed,  so  that,  by  the  summer  of  1958, 
there  were  over  thirteen  thousand  cooperatives  with  an  average  of 
eighty  households  each. 

The  last  major  step  in  the  reorganization  of  rural  North  Korea 
was  announced  in  October  1958.  The  cooperatives  were  to  be  con- 
solidated into  larger  units,  roughly  equivalent  to  the  ri  (village),  the 
lowest  administrative  unit  of  the  state.  Farm  labor  continued  to  be 
carried  out  through  work  teams,  and  payment  in  produce  and  cur- 
rency was  based  on  the  number  of  days  of  work  contributed  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  The  consolidation  reduced  the  number  of  coop- 
eratives to  fewer  than  four  thousand,  each  consisting  of  an  average 
of  three  hundred  households,  and  was  implemented  following  a  visit 
by  Mao  Zedong  during  the  period  in  which  agricultural  production 
was  being  collectivized  in  China  by  the  "Great  Leap  Forward'' 
campaign.  Although  North  Korean  leaders  have  never  publicly 
acknowledged  it,  the  influence  of  the  Chinese  policy  is  clear. 

At  that  time,  each  cooperative  farm  elected  a  management 
committee  to  carry  out  its  economic  functions  and  political  adminis- 
tration. The  chairmen  of  the  ri  people's  committees  automatically 
headed  these  cooperative  farm  management  committees,  but  the 
new  administrative  personnel  were  not  equipped  to  handle  the  in- 
creased load  and  they  lacked  expertise  in  agricultural  management.

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As  a  result,  tools  were  misused,  raw  materials  were  wasted,  and 
farm  workers  were  unhappy. 

The  Ch'ongsan-ni  system  was  the  announced  solution  to  the 
difficulties.  It  was  said  to  have  been  developed  by  Kim  Il-s6ng  after 
a  fifteen-day  stay  at  the  Ch'ongsan-ni  cooperative  farm  outside 
Pyongyang  in  February  1960.  A  team  of  scholars  and  students  was 
also  sent  to  evaluate  the  situation  there.  The  problems  were  blamed 
on  "commandism"  in  local  government  and  on  Party  cadres,  and  the 
solutions  were  in  part  Maoist:  leaders  should  "go  to  the  masses"  for 
guidance  and  to  discuss  production  problems.  A  great  deal  of  em- 
phasis was  placed  on  correcting  the  ideology  of  the  local  officials.  In 
1961,  management  of  collective  production  activities,  both  agri- 
cultural and  industrial,  was  transferred  to  the  cooperative  farm 
management  committee  at  the  next  highest  level  of  administration, 
the  kun  or  country  level,  where  there  were  generally  more  experi- 
enced personnel.  At  the  same  time,  this  committee  took  over  all  the 
economic  functions  of  the  kun  people's  committee.  This  reorganiza- 
tion also  allowed  for  more  efficient  use  of  North  Korea's  relatively 
few  agricultural  experts  and  for  the  coordination  of  planning  be- 
tween cooperatively-owned  and  state-owned  farms.  Kim  Il-song 
outlined  the  practical  and  ideological  aspects  of  this  change  in  man- 
agement structure  in  his  "Theses  on  the  Socialist  Agrarian  Ques- 
tion in  Our  Country"  (entry  772),  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Workers'  Party  Central  Committee  on  February  25,  1964,  as  the 
official  agricultural  policy. 

Another  aspect  of  the  reforms  of  the  early  sixties  was  the  intro- 
duction of  the  "work-team  preferential  system."  Each  team  was 
assigned  a  production  quota,  of  which  90  percent  went  to  the  Man- 
agement Committee.  Anything  produced  in  excess  of  the  assigned 
amount  could  be  retained  by  the  team.  Any  team  that  did  not  reach 
90  percent  of  its  quota  would  have  a  percentage  reduced  from  its 
share  of  the  general  funds.  Thus,  the  individual  could  receive  in- 
come from  two  sources:  from  the  work  team's  general  fund  and 
from  a  share  of  the  excess  production  achieved  by  the  work  team. 
Gradually,  throughout  the  decade,  the  cooperative's  control  over 
agriculture  was  loosened,  and  family  garden  plots  of  about  50  p'ydng 
(260  square  meters  or  0.064  acre)  and  peasant  markets  came  to 
play  an  important  supplementary  role  in  the  economy. 

On  April  29,  1977,  the  new  Land  Law  of  the  DPRK  (in  80 
articles)  was  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  1972  Con- 
stitution. The  size  of  family  plots  was  reduced  to  20  30  p'yong  (66  to 
99  square  meters).  This  law  also  codified  the  policy  of  shifting  land 
ownership  from  that  of  cooperatively-owned  land  to  state-owned 
status.  The  law  declares  that  all  land  belongs  either  to  the  state  or 
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to  cooperative  organizations  and  cannot  be  sold.  There  are  also 
provisions  on  land  development  and  conservation. 

For  a  detailed  discussion  in  English  of  the  early  stages  of  land 
reform,  see  Chong-Sik  Lee,  "Land  Reform,  Collectivization,  and 
the  Peasants  in  North  Korea"  (entry  777).  S6-haeng  Yi's  article, 
"Management  of  North  Korean  Cooperative  Farms,"  gives  a  gen- 
eral overview  of  collectivization  through  1980  (entry  782)  and  Ki- 
hyok  Pak's  essay,  "Agricultural  Policy  and  Development  in  North 
Korea,"  discusses  land  reform  and  agriculture  in  the  context  of  gen- 
eral policy  directives  (entry  780).  Samuel  K.  Moak's  exposition, 
"North  Korea's  Agricultural  Policies  in  Collectivization,"  covers 
two  types  of  farm  operations,  collective  farms  and  state  farms 
(entry  779).

the  Republic,"  which  examines  the  development  of  laws  and  regu- 
lations up  to  1960  (entry  719);  and  Chae-gyo  Kim,  "The  Develop- 
ment of  Land  Law  in  the  Republic,"  which  surveys  all  the  laws  and 
regulations  relating  to  land  reform  up  to  1960,  including  the  Land 
Reform  Law  of  1946  (entry  725).  The  new  Land  Law  of  1977  is  dis- 
cussed by  Kim  Il-s6ng  in  a  pamphlet  (entry  729)  and  by  several 
writers  in  Sahoe  kwahak  and  Kulloja  (entries  726,  727,  735). 

South  Korean  scholar  Siang-jong  Hyon's  "A  Study  of  the 
System  of  North  Korean  Land  Laws"  focuses  on  the  system  before 
the  1977  law  (entry  742).  Several  pieces  in  Japanese  on  the  subject

The  Law  on  Agrarian  Reform  of  March  5,  1946,  provides  that 
"all  land  formerly  possessed  by  Japanese  imperialists,  absentee 
landlords,  churches,  monasteries  and  other  religious  organizations 
...  be  confiscated  without  compensation  and  distributed  without 
charge  to  peasants."  Thus  the  peasants  became,  for  the  first  time, 
the  owners  of  large-scale  cooperative  farms.  Private  ownership  of 
the  collective  farms  as  stipulated  in  the  1946  law  is  discussed, 
taking  into  consideration  the  unique  problems  with  which  North 
Korea  is  confronted.

12.  International  Law  and 
Relations 

The  topics  in  this  section  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  avail- 
ability of  materials  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  They  include  inter- 
national law  in  general,  nationality,  the  legal  status  of  Koreans  liv- 
ing in  Japan  and  repatriation,  and  the  law  of  the  sea. 

International  Law  in  General 

The  only  North  Korean  article  on  the  subject  of  general  inter- 
national law  found  to  date  in  the  Library's  collections  is  Yong-ch'ol 
Kim's  "Understanding  the  Nature  of  International  Law  in  the  Age 
of  Independence"  (entry  783a).  A  South  Korean  essay  on  the  sub- 
ject is  "A  Study  of  North  Korean  Views  and  Attitudes  Toward 
Certain  Problems  of  International  Law  With  Reference  to  the 
Theories  of  International  Law  in  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Re- 
publics," a  1970  article  by  Chae-sop  Pak  (entry  786).  Another 
South  Korean  work,  Tal-gon  Ch'oe's  book  A  General  Survey  of  North 
Korean  Law  (entry  784),  briefly  discusses  international  law  as  one  of 
nine  legal  subjects.  A  third  South  Korean  work,  written  by  Ch'an- 
gyu  Kim  and  commissioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Unification,  deals 
with  North  Korean  attitudes  toward  international  law  (entry  785). 

Chongch'i  sajon  [Political  Dictionary],  published  in  Pyongyang 
in  1973,  reveals  the  North  Korean  orientation  toward  international 
law  in  its  definition  of  the  subject  [entry  783]: 

[International  law]  is  the  rules  of  action  regulating  the  rela- 
tions that  arise  from  the  process  of  struggle  and  cooperation 
among  nations;  these  rules  are  guaranteed  observance  by 
the  force  of  individual  nations  or  many  nations.  Included 
in  international  law  are  treaties,  agreements,  and  other 
documents  concluded  among  nations,  and  customary  law 
that  has  become  [accepted]  practice  through  the  long 
process  of  international  life. 
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It  goes  on  to  define  international  law  as  encompassing  such  major 
principles  as  the  guarantee  of  normal  relations  among  independent 
nations,  world  peace  and  security,  non-interference  in  domestic 
affairs,  respect  for  autonomy,  complete  territorial  integrity,  equal- 
ity, reciprocity,  and  prohibition  of  aggressive  wars.  All  nations  are 
required  to  observe  these  principles  and  have  the  duty  to  conclude 
international  treaties  and  agreements  based  on  them.  Accordingly, 
any  international  treaty  or  agreement  concluded  in  contravention 
of  these  principles  and  customs  cannot  be  an  international  norm 
and  therefore  is  not  legal. 

The  dictionary  further  states  that  among  socialist  nations, 
those  based  on  Marxism-Leninism  and  proletarian  internation- 
alism, there  is  no  social  or  economic  foundation  for  violation  of  the 
principles  of  international  law.  Hence,  it  maintains,  relations 
among  socialist  countries  are  based  on  genuine  comradeship  and 
amicable  cooperation.  Reiterating  Kim  Il-song's  statement  on  in- 
ternational law,  the  dictionary  concludes  that  the  "barbarous  acts 
of  American  imperialists"  carried  out  during  the  Korean  War  in- 
fringed upon  even  the  most  basic  norms  of  international  law  and 
constituted  a  challenge  to  international  law  unparalleled  in  history. 
All  international  norms  established  by  imperialists,  particularly 
"American  imperialists,"  and  which  therefore  infringe  upon  prin- 
ciples publicly  recognized  by  contemporary  international  law, 
cannot  co-exist  with  said  international  law  and  must  be  discarded 
without  delay.

Nationality 

Nationality  in  North  Korea  is  governed  by  the  Nationality 
Law  of  the  DPRK,  promulgated  on  October  9,  1963.  The  law  is 
modeled  after  Soviet  legislation  of  1938  and  recognizes  two  cate- 
gories of  citizens:  those  who  held  Korean  citizenship  before  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic,  together  with 
their  children,  and  aliens  who  acquire  citizenship  by  application. 

Nationahty  at  birth  is  determined  primarily  through  jus  san- 
guinis; jus  soli  is  apphed  in  exceptional  cases.  A  child  of  two  citizens 
of  North  Korea  is  considered  a  North  Korean  citizen  regardless  of 
the  place  of  birth,  but  when  one  parent  is  not  a  citizen,  the  child 
acquires  North  Korean  citizenship  if  born  within  the  territory  of 
North  Korea.  Jus  soli  is  also  applied  to  children  found  in  North 
Korea  of  unknown  parents;  such  children,  too,  are  considered  citi- 
zens. If  a  child  is  born  outside  of  North  Korea  and  only  one  parent 
is  a  North  Korean  citizen,  the  parents  may  decide  the  child's  nation- 
ality by  mutual  agreement. 

Citizenship  can  be  changed  under  various  conditions.  A 
change  in  nationality  of  both  parents  will  automatically  change  the 
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status  of  minor  children  under  fourteen.  Children  between  the  ages 
of  fourteen  and  eighteen  must  choose  their  nationality  if  their  parents 
make  a  change.  Citizens  may  be  denaturalized  with  the  permission 
of  the  Presidium  of  the  Supreme  People's  Assembly,  but  a  citizen 
cannot  simply  renounce  his  status  without  such  permission.  Aspects 
of  nationality  have  been  discussed  by  Chin  Kim  in  his  English- 
language  article,  "North  Korean  Nationality  Law"  (entry  813). 
A  brief  comparative  study  of  North  Korean  and  South  Korean 
nationality  law  was  made  by  Yoshiro  Hayata  in  his  article  in  English, 
"The  Lex  Patriae  of  Chinese  and  Koreans"  (entry  812). 

Several  articles  are  devoted  to  analyses  of  Japanese  court  cases 
involving  divorce  actions  brought  by  wives  of  Japanese  nationality 
against  their  missing  husbands  of  Korean  nationality.  In  these 
cases,  the  Japanese  courts  considered  the  issues  of  when  Japanese 
nationality  would  be  lost  and  which  law — South  Korean,  North 
Korean,  or  Japanese — should  apply.  Articles  by  Kenta  Hiraga 
(entry  796),  Tar5  Kawakami  (entry  800),  Rongyung  Ou  (entry 
805),  Yoshio  Tameike  (entry  814),  and  Junko  Torii  (entry  809)  are 
representative.

Legal  Status  of  Koreans  in  Japan  and  Repatriation 

North  and  South  Korea  have  each  insisted  on  being  the  only 
lawful  government  for  the  whole  Korean  peninsula  and  the  spokes- 
man for  the  more  than  680,000  Koreans  in  Japan.  Allegiance  in  the 
Japanese  Korean  community  is  divided  between  the  two  states,  and 
thus  the  question  of  their  legal  status  has  presented  a  thorny  legal 
problem  for  Japan.  Many  articles  have  been  written  there  on  the 
subject.  The  most  comprehensive  is  Yasuaki  Onuma's  "A  Study  of 
the  Legal  Status  of  Koreans  in  Japan,"  which  appeared  in  six  in- 
stallments in  Hogaku  Kyokai  zasshi  (entry  831).  A  South  Korean 
scholar,  Chae-sik  Pae,  has  written  a  Korean-language  article  on  the 
subject  entitled  'Tnternational  Law  and  Protection  of  Minorities" 
(entry  818).  Several  English-language  items  merit  special  attention: 
Chong-Ju  Kim's  article  "The  Legal  Status  of  Korean  Residents  in 
Japan  after  World  War  II:  Its  Trend  and  Issues  [^xV]"  (entry  843), 
Changsoo  Lee  and  George  De  Vos'  essay  "The  Legal  Status  of 
Koreans  in  Japan"  (entry  843a),  and  Yuji  Iwasawa's  1986  booklet 
Legal  Treatment  of  Koreans  in  Japan  (842a). 

The  national  status  of  the  Koreans  in  Japan  is  somewhat  con- 
troversial; they  could  conceivably  be  citizens  of  Japan,  South 
Korea,  or  North  Korea.  The  North  Korean  Nationality  Law 
specifies  that  Koreans  living  abroad  have  the  right  to  visit  North 
Korea  and  a  right  to  protection,  but  there  is  no  provision  on  dual 
citizenship.  Instead,  this  issue  is  handled  through  bilateral  treaty. 
In  a  1965  agreement  with  the  Republic  of  Korea  (South  Korea), 
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Japan  did  allow  permanent  resident  status  for  those  Koreans  in 
Japan  who  claimed  allegiance  to  the  South. 

On  the  question  of  the  treatment  of  Koreans  in  Japan,  who  are 
called  Choson  kongmin  [citizens  of  Korea]  by  North  Korea,  the  Min- 
istry of  Foreign  Affairs  in  Pyongyang  stated  on  August  30,  1954, 
that  "the  government  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of 
Korea  recognizes  such  illegal  treatment  and  oppression  by  the 
Japanese  government  against  the  Koreans  residing  in  Japan  as  an 
outright  violation  of  principles  and  practices  recognized  by  con- 
temporary international  law  governing  the  status  of  aliens."  On 
August  13,  1959,  a  repatriation  agreement  was  concluded  between 
the  Japanese  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Red  Cross  Committee  of 
the  DPRK.  Six  months  earlier,  the  Japanese  government  had 
agreed  to  accept  the  principle  of  repatriation  in  accordance  with 
the  internationally  recognized  concept  of  the  freedom  to  choose  one's 
place  of  residence,  which  is  contained  in  the  Universal  Declaration 
of  Human  Rights.  Since  the  Japanese  government  had  no  diplo- 
matic relations  with  North  Korea,  it  entrusted  the  matter  to  the 
Japanese  Red  Cross  Society. 

It  has  been  reported  that  a  total  of  93,314  Koreans  returned  to 
North  Korea  voluntarily  from  1959  to  1981,  88,611  from  1959  to 
1967,  and  4,703  from  1971  to  1981.  More  information  on  repatria- 
tion can  be  found  in  Pukhan  ch'ongnam,  1945-1982  (entry  820).

Law  of  the  Sea 

On  June  21,  1977,  North  Korea  promulgated  the  Decree  on 
the  Exclusive  Economic  Zone,  which  establishes  an  economic  sea 
zone  of  200  miles  beyond  territorial  waters  to  preserve,  control,  de- 
velop, and  utilize  marine  resources.  The  decree  stipulates  that  in 
the  western  sea,  which  is  not  wide  enough  to  apply  a  200-mile  limit, 
the  median  line  between  Chinese  and  Korean  zones  would  be  the 
line  that  at  any  point  roughly  coincides  with  a  50-mile  limit.  Under 
this  decree,  the  DPRK  exercises  sovereignty  over  all  marine  and 
submarine  resources  in  the  zone.  Unless  they  have  prior  approval 
from  the  North  Korean  authorities,  foreigners,  foreign  vessels,  and 
foreign  aircraft  are  prohibited  from  engaging  in  acts  that  are  detri- 
mental to  North  Korean  economic  interests  (such  as  fishing,  in- 
stallation of  facilities,  exploration,  surveying,  and  so  forth)  or  that 
pollute  water  or  air  or  are  harmful  to  people  or  natural  resources. 

To  implement  the  decree,  on  August  12,  1978,  the  government 
announced  its  Regulation  Concerning  Economic  Activities  of  For- 
eigners, Foreign  Vessels,  and  Foreign  Aircraft  Within  the  Eco- 
nomic Zone.  The  decree  and  the  regulation  are  described  by  South 
Korean  scholar  Ch'an-gyu  Kim  in  "A  Study  of  the  Exclusive  Eco- 
nomic Zone  of  North  Korea"  (entry  85 1 ) . 

When  the  200-mile  economic  zone  came  into  force  on  August 
1,  1977,  a  50-mile  military  boundary  was  also  announced  by  the 
Supreme  Command  of  the  Korean  People's  Army,  effective  on  the 
same  date.  This  boundary  was  established  to  "reliably  safeguard 
the  economic  sea  zone  and  firmly  defend  militarily  the  national  in- 
terests and  sovereignty  of  the  country"  (see  entry  870). 

The  50-mile  military  boundary  starts  from  the  edge  of  the  ter- 
ritorial waters  in  the  eastern  sea;  in  the  western  sea,  the  limit  coin- 
cides with  the  economic  zone.  Within  the  sea  and  air  space  of  this 
military  zone,  acts  of  foreigners,  foreign  military  vessels,  and  for- 
eign military  planes  are  banned;  civilian  vessels  and  planes  are 
prohibited  from  acting  for  military  purposes  and  from  infringing 
upon  North  Korean  economic  interests.  The  proclamation,  how- 
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ever,  fails  to  define  "acts  of  foreigners"  or  "infringing  upon  eco- 
nomic interests." 

The  military  zone  is  described  more  fully  in  Choon-ho  Park's 
essay  in  English,  "The  50-Mile  Military  Boundary  Zone  of  North 
Korea"  (entry  870).  It  should  be  noted  that  North  Korea  has  not  of- 
ficially proclaimed  the  limit  of  its  territorial  waters,  but  the  United 
States  has  assumed  that  limit  to  be  12  miles,  especially  since  the 
Pueblo  incident  of  1968.  This  assumption  was  also  based  on  the 
claims  of  other  Communist  countries  and  the  position  North  Korea 
took  in  the  1953  armistice  talks.  More  information  is  available  in 
"Contemporary  Practice  of  the  United  States  Relating  to  Inter- 
national Law:  Seizure  of  USS  Pueblo''  (entry  867). 

The  North  Koreans  first  claimed  a  12-nautical-mile  limit  as 
their  territorial  waters  in  the  early  1970s.  This  determination  was 
made  in  part  as  a  result  of  the  Matsusho  Maru  incident,  in  which  a 
Japanese  fishing  vessel  was  alleged  to  have  intruded  on  North 
Korean  waters.  The  ship  was  seized  by  the  North  Koreans  on  Sep- 
tember 2,  1975;  they  argued  at  the  time  that  it  was  within  the 
12-mile  limit.  The  next  indication  of  the  DPRK's  position  on  the 
question  of  territorial  waters  was  at  the  Third  United  Nations  Con- 
ference on  the  Law  of  the  Sea  held  in  Montego  Bay,  Jamaica.  North 
Korea  was  one  of  119  nations  to  sign  the  treaty  that  resulted  from 
the  conference  on  December  10,  1982,  but  it  never  ratified  it;  22 
nations,  the  United  States  included,  did  not  sign.  The  treaty,  inter 
alia,  expanded  coastal  states'  jurisdiction  over  their  territorial 
waters  up  to  a  limit  not  exceeding  12  miles  and  established  con- 
tiguous zones  of  24  nautical  miles  from  the  baseline. 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  attitude  of  North  Korea  toward 
the  law  of  the  sea,  covering  such  issues  as  the  territorial  sea,  the  ex- 
clusive economic  zone,  and  the  continental  shelf,  has  been  done  by 
Ch'an-gyu  Kim  (entry  850).

1 3 .  Legal  Aspects  of  South 
and  North  Korean  Relations 
and  Unification  Policy 

The  DPRK  was  established  on  September  9,  1948;  the  next 
day,  Premier  Kim  Il-song  proclaimed  that  the  "unification  of  the 
fatherland"  had  top  priority  in  his  government's  eight-point  pro- 
gram and  that  he  was  determined  to  "firmly  unite  and  mobilize  the 
entire  Korean  people  in  the  struggle  for  the  unification  of  the  fa- 
therland." On  June  25,  1950,  Kim  attempted  unification  by  force, 
thus  precipitating  the  Korean  War,  which  was  fought  over  the 
issue.  A  number  of  proposals  and  counterproposals  about  unifica- 
tion have  come  from  both  sides  since  the  Armistice  Agreement  was 
concluded  in  1953. 

Preliminary  contacts  between  North  and  South  Korean  "Red 
Cross  officials  began  in  Panmunjom  on  August  20,  1971,  and  one 
month  later,  on  September  20,  the  full-dress  Red  Cross  talks  for- 
mally commenced  there.  In  the  summer  of  1972,  a  series  of  secret 
meetings  between  high-ranking  government  officials  took  place.  Yi 
Hu-rak,  director  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  of  South 
Korea,  made  a  clandestine  visit  to  Pyongyang  from  May  2  to  May  5 
to  talk  with  Kim  Il-s6ng.  Pak  Song-ch'ol,  second  deputy  premier 
of  North  Korea,  visited  Seoul  from  May  29  to  June  1  and  met  with 
President  Pak  Chong-hui.  As  a  result,  on  July  4,  1972,  a  joint 
North-South  statement  encompassing  broad  principles  of  reunifi- 
cation was  published  simultaneously  in  the  two  capital  cities.  After- 
wards, the  first  full-dress  meeting  of  the  Red  Cross  talks  was  held  in 
Pyongyang  in  August  1972.  More  such  talks  followed,  held  in  addi- 
tion to  meetings  of  the  North-South  Coordination  Committee  that 
had  been  established  under  the  July  4  joint  statement.  The  Red 
Cross  talks,  however,  came  to  a  deadlock  at  the  seventh  full-dress 
meeting  in  Pyongyang  in  July  1973. 

North-South  economic  talks  between  high-ranking  govern- 
ment officials  as  well  as  members  of  economic  organizations  opened 
in  Panmunjom  on  November  15,  1984.  Their  purpose  was  to  dis- 
cuss the  question  of  promoting  trade  and  economic  cooperation 
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between  the  two  Koreas.  Further  meetings  were  held  on  May  7  and 
June  20,  1985.  The  Red  Cross  talks  resumed  with  the  eighth  full- 
dress  meeting  opening  in  Seoul  on  May  27,  1985,  twelve  years  after 
the  seventh-session  talks  collapsed.  Detailed  information  about  the 
Red  Cross-sponsored  meetings  and  other  aspects  of  the  relations 
between  the  two  Koreas  up  to  1981  can  be  found  in  Byung  Chul 
Koh's  ''Unihcation  Policy  and  North-South  Relations"  (entry  902). 

Both  North  and  South  Korean  writings  on  the  relations  be- 
tween the  two  Koreas  and  on  unification  are  copious.  Therefore  the 
entries  included  in  this  section  are  only  those  that  deal  with  legal 
aspects  of  these  two  subjects  as  treated  by  South  Korean  writers. 
Topics  discussed  include  the  legal  relations  between  the  Koreas  be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  dialogue  in  1972;  the  status  of  the  two 
Koreas  during  the  War;  the  rules  of  warfare  applicable  to  that  War; 
the  parties  to  the  Armistice  Agreement  of  1953;  legal  aspects  of  the 
Red  Cross  meeting;  the  legal  nature  of  the  joint  statement  of  July  4, 
1972,  and  the  statement  of  the  president  of  South  Korea  of  June  23, 
1973;  and  the  legal  analysis  of  the  "Korean  Confederate  State" 
proposed  by  the  North. 

A  symposium  entitled  "Legal  Problems  of  Korean  Unification 
Policy,"  published  in  Taehan  Kukchepop  Hakhoe  nonch'ong  [The 
Korean  Journal  of  International  Law],  is  worthy  of  note.  It  con- 
tains articles  by  Hyong-Kon  Han  (entry  872),  Song-hwa  Hong 
(entry  875),  Ki-bung  Chang  (entry  871),  and  Kon  Yang  (entry 
897).

14.  The  Korean  Workers' 

Party 

The  Korean  Workers'  Party  (KWP)  was  formed  in  several 
stages,  through  a  series  of  mergers.  The  founding  conference  of  the 
"North  Korean  Communist  Party"  was  held  October  10-13,  1945, 
under  Kim  Il-song's  leadership;  the  Party  name  was  changed  to 
"North  Korean  Workers'  Party"  and  on  August  30,  1946,  its  first 
charter  was  adopted. 

The  Party  was  created  during  the  years  in  which  Soviet  in- 
fluence was  very  strong  in  North  Korea.  The  Party  was  in  general 
directed  by  the  Soviet  Army  until  December  1948,  when  the  army 
withdrew  from  the  peninsula.  It  was  in  this  period  that  the  Second 
Congress  was  held  and  the  Party  charter  was  revised  for  the  first 
time  (March  30,  1948).  Beginning  in  early  1949,  Soviet  guidance 
came  from  the  embassy. 

In  June  1949,  the  existing  North  Korean  Workers'  Party 
merged  with  the  South  Korean  Workers'  Party,  headed  by  Pak  Hon- 
yong.  The  united  KWT  then  absorbed  a  group  formed  by  the 
Korean  returnees  from  China,  the  New  People's  Party,  led  by  Kim 
Tu-bong.  Kim  Il-song  consolidated  his  power  in  the  Party,  as  well 
as  in  the  Pyongyang  government,  by  the  time  of  the  Korean  War. 

The  Communist  Chinese  began  to  play  a  more  significant 
advisory  role  in  regard  to  Party  affairs  during  the  War,  particularly 
after  Chinese  troops  entered  the  fighting,  and  Beijing's  role  con- 
tinued after  the  cease-fire  as  the  Chinese  aided  the  North  Koreans 
in  reconstruction.  Soviet  aid  continued,  though  to  some  extent  de- 
Stalinization  pushed  the  KWP  toward  the  Chinese  side  of  the  Sino- 
Soviet  split.  Certainly  there  are  parallels  between  the  development 
of  the  Chinese  Communist  Party  and  that  of  the  KWP  in  the  early 
to  mid-1960s,  as  both  Kim  and  Mao  were  elevated  to  positions  of 
supreme  leader.  Their  ideas  were  treated  as  the  cornerstones  of 
their  respective  parties'  ideologies. 

The  second  revision  of  the  Party  charter  of  August  1953  was 
never  made  public.  The  third  revision  (April  28,  1956)  made  at  the 
Third  Party  Congress  held  April  23-29,  1956,  was  extensive.  The 
fourth  amendment  (September  18,  1961)  was  added  at  the  Fourth 
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Congress,  September  11-18,  1961,  the  fifth  revision  (November  13, 
1970)  was  made  at  the  Fifth  Congress,  November  2-13,  1970,  and 
the  sixth  (October  13,  1980)^  at  the  Sixth  Congress,  October 
10-14,  1980.  The  structure  of  the  KWP  is  based  on  two  hierarchies: 
the  people's  congresses  and  the  Party  committees.  The  congresses 
are  elected  tier-by-tier;  the  most  local-level  congress  is  elected 
directly  by  the  local  membership,  but  from  that  point  on  up  in  the 
hierarchy,  each  congress  selects  members  for  the  congress  directly 
above  it.  Party  membership  itself  is  strictly  controlled,  as  applicants 
must  be  sponsored  by  two  members  who  have  been  in  the  Party 
for  at  least  two  years.  Applicants  who  have  previously  belonged 
to  any  other  political  party  need  three  recommendations  from 
members  of  three  years'  standing.  Even  with  the  proper  recom- 
mendations, candidates  for  membership  undergo  a  year's  probation 
before  acceptance. 

The  basic  principle  of  Party  organization  is  democratic  cen- 
tralism; lower-level  organs  are  to  obey  higher  ones  and  everyone  is 
to  follow  the  decisions  of  the  Central  Committee.  In  theory,  the 
Central  Party  Congress  is  the  highest  organ,  meeting  every  four 
years.  In  fact,  however,  the  meetings  have  been  as  much  as  ten 
years  apart  and,  in  the  interim,  the  Central  Committee  always  has 
the  highest  authority.  This  relationship  holds  between  congresses 
and  committees  at  the  provincial  and  local  level  as  well. 

The  ideology  of  the  Party  is  Marxism-Leninism,  as  interpreted 
by  Kim  Il-s6ng.  His  central  concept,  chuch'e,  variously  translated  as 
national  identity,  self-reliance,  or  self-identity,  refers  to  the  current 
ideological  and  political  independence  of  the  Party  from  Moscow 
and  Beijing  and  the  government's  self-reliance  in  developing  the 
economy  and  the  military. 

Minutes  of  the  Founding  Congress  of  the  Workers'  Party  of  North 
Korea  (entry  906)  and  Minutes  of  the  Second  Congress  of  the  Workers' 
Party  of  North  Korea  (entry  915)  published  in  Pyongyang  are  the 
most  important  materials  for  the  study  of  the  Workers'  Party.  Most 
of  the  North  Korean  articles  and  essays  in  this  section  are  taken 
from  KUlloja  [Worker],  the  official  Party  monthly,  which  discusses 
many  aspects  of  the  Party  and  carries  commentaries  on  its  rules. 
The  best  commentary  on  the  rules  is  found  in  Commentary  on  the  Rules 
of  the  Workers'  Party  of  Korea  (entry  903),  pubHshed  by  Choson  No- 
dongdang  [Korean  Workers'  Party]. 

The  history,  theory,  nature,  structure,  and  membership  of 
the  Party  are  well  described  by  South  Korean  writers  in  Pukhan

It 
should  be  noted  that  the  word  kyuyak  is  translated  by  different 
writers  in  a  variety  of  ways:  as  statute,  charter,  rules,  by-laws,  or 
constitution.  The  Korean  text  of  the  rules  as  revised  in  October 
1980  is  printed  in  Pukhan  ch'ongnam,  1945-1982  (entry  978). 

Many  articles,  essays,  and  speeches  by  Kim  Il-song  on  all 
aspects  of  the  Party  are  found  in  his  Selected  Works,  published  in 
English.  Among  them,  the  following  may  be  most  useful:  "On  Im-

1 5 .  Collections  of  Laws  and 
Documents  and  General 
Reference  Guides 


North  Korea  is  closed  to  most  of  the  outside  world;  as  a  result, 
the  collection  of  statutory  materials  available  is  extremely  limited 
and  fragmentary.  Although  the  Law  Library  has  made  a  constant 
effort  to  obtain  such  materials  for  many  years,  the  collection  avail- 
able in  the  Library  at  this  writing  is  relatively  small  and  somewhat 
out-of-date. 

The  first  comprehensive  compilation  of  laws,  ordinances,  regu- 
lations, orders,  decisions,  and  other  documents  was  published  in 
one  volume  by  the  Bureau  of  Justice  of  the  People's  Committee  of 
North  Korea  in  1947,  before  the  founding  of  the  present  regime. 
This  publication  contains  over  two  hundred  statutes  that  were  in 
force  from  August  15,  1945,  to  August  31,  1947.  The  compilation 
was  reproduced  in  1981  by  Amerasian  Data  Research  Services, 
Hyattsville,  Maryland  (entry  969).  Unfortunately,  the  five-volume 
compilation  of  laws  and  regulations  known  as  Choson  Minjujuui 
Inmin  Konghwaguk  popkyujip,  published  in  Pyongyang  in  1961,  has 
not  been  received  by  the  Library. 

A  similar  compilation  of  laws,  published  in  1969  by  the  Asiatic 
Research  Society  of  Korea  University  in  Seoul,  is  based  mainly  on 
the  above-mentioned  North  Korean  work,  but  contains  twenty  more 
statutes  than  its  North  Korean  counterpart,  covering  the  period  up 
to  June  25,  1950,  when  the  Korean  War  broke  out.  A  five-volume 
compilation  by  the  Ministry  of  Unification,  published  in  1971- 
1972  in  Seoul,  contains  over  500  laws,  ordinances,  and  other  items 
issued,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  1950s;  it  is  not  known  whether  they 
have  been  revised.^  In  addition  to  these  compilations,  the  reader 
may  consult  various  yearbooks  and  general  reference  works  pub-

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lished  in  Pyongyang  and  Seoul  in  order  to  find  selected,  more  re- 
cent laws,  usually  printed  at  the  end  of  each  of  these  publications. 

Included  in  this  section  are  seven  miscellaneous  statutory  doc- 
uments, originally  published  in  the  pre-Korean  War  period,  that 
were  reproduced  during  1980  to  1983  by  Amerasian  Data  Research 
Services  from  documents  which  were  captured  during  the  Korean 
War  and  which  are  now  stored  at  the  Suitland,  Md.,  Office  of  the 
National  Archives. 

The  Japanese-language  compilation  of  1979,  A  Collection  of 
Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea,  is  the 
most  recent  collection  of  North  Korean  laws  (entry  953).  It  consists 
of  six  important  laws  and  eight  legal  documents. 

The  best  general  reference  work  published  in  Pyongyang  is 
Choson  chungang  yon'gam  (entry  954);  a  similar  work  published  in 
South  Korea  is  the  voluminous  Pukhan  ch'ongnam,  1945-1982  (entry 
978).  North  Korea:  A  Country  Study  (1981)  (entry  974)  and  Robert 
Scalapino  and  Chong-Sik  Lee's  Communism  in  Korea  (1972)  (entry 
980)  are  two  widely-used  reference  works  published  in  English. 
Studies  on  Korea:  A  Scholar's  Guide,  edited  by  Han-Kyo  Kim  (1980), 
is  a  study  guide  in  English  for  those  who  are  interested  in  various 
academic  disciplines  and  topics  relating  to  South  and  North  Korea 
(entry  982);  its  bibliographies  contain  English  publications  only. 
Journey  to  North  Korea:  Personal  Perceptions,  (entry  958a)  edited  by 
C.  I.  Eugene  Kim  and  B.  C.  Koh,  is  based  on  the  experiences  of  six 
Korean-American  political  scientists  who  visited  North  Korea  in 
the  summer  of  1981.  Bibliographies,  indexes,  or  guides  dealing  ex- 
clusively with  North  Korean  law  have  yet  to  be  published. 

Very  recently  (April  1988),  the  Library  did  manage  to  acquire 
a  photocopy  of  Pophak  sajon  [Legal  Dictionary],  published  in  1971 
in  Pyongyang.  A  single  volume  of  some  eight  hundred  pages,  this 
valuable  addition  to  the  Library's  collection  was  received  too  late 
to  be  represented  by  an  entry  in  this  bibliography.

16.  Visits  by  Japanese  Jurists 


Japanese  jurists  have  been  invited  to  visit  North  Korea  by  var- 
ious private  organizations  there.  Many  of  them  were  not  previously 
experts  on  North  Korean  law.  Since  North  Korean  society  is  tightly 
closed  to  outsiders,  requests  made  in  advance  by  these  Japanese 
visitors  to  observe  the  courts  in  operation,  to  see  the  conditions  of 
the  prisons,  and  to  examine  legal  materials  such  as  textbooks  and 
compendia  of  laws  were  often  rejected  by  the  North  Korean  au- 
thorities. As  a  result,  their  writings  tended  to  be  general  descriptions 
of  their  impressions  of  the  country.  For  example,  Horitsuka  no  mita 
Chosen  [Korea  as  Seen  by  Lawyers]  by  Nihon  Hdritsuka  H5ch5 
Daihyodan  [Delegation  of  Japanese  Jurists  Visiting  Korea],  pub- 
lished in  1970,  consists  of  three  essays  on  non-legal  topics  (entry 
996). 

This  situation  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  works  of  the  Japanese 
jurists  who  visited  mainland  China.  Their  writings  covered  a  much 
wider  range  of  legal  topics,  such  as  the  operation  of  the  courts,  the 
prisons,  legal  research,  and  legal  education,  and  their  observations 
in  many  instances  were  based  upon  personal  contact  with  Com- 
munist Chinese  legal  officials,  either  in  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  itself  or  in  Japan.  For  a  study  of  these  Japanese  views  of 
Communist  Chinese  law,  readers  may  consult  Sung  Yoon  Cho's 
Japanese  Writings  on  Communist  Chinese  Law,  1946  1974,  a  Selected  An- 
notated Bibliography^  pubhshed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  in  1977. 

Some  Japanese,  however,  were  able  to  reveal  fragments  of  in- 
formation about  North  Korean  law  and  legal  institutions  in  their 
reports.  Thus,  even  though  Japanese  essays  on  North  Korean  law 
are  limited  in  scope  and  in  number,  some  of  them  do  provide 
unique  first-hand  legal  information.  For  example,  Jun'ichi  Kida's 
1972  article,  "The  Problems  of  Contemporary  Korean  Socialism: 
Observations  on  the  Republic"  (entry  992),  contains  useful  infor- 
mation on  law  schools  and  the  Institute  of  Law  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences.  Mitsuko  Fujiwara's  1975  article,  "The  Constitution  of 
North  Korea  as  a  Chuch'e  Country  and  Its  Reality"  (entry  987),  in- 
cludes a  brief  description  of  the  legal  status  of  women  and  of  mar- 
riage and  divorce  law.  Perhaps  the  most  comprehensive  coverage 
by  a  Japanese  on  North  Korean  law  and  legal  institutions  is  Noriaki 
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Ouchi's  article,  "Visiting  the  Democratic  People's  Republic:  The 
Present  State  of  North  Korean  Law"  (entry  997).  The  piece  was 
prepared  on  the  basis  of  the  author's  2^-hour  interview  with  the 
chairman  of  the  Legal  Department  of  Kim  Il-song  University. 
Ouchi  presented  written  queries  in  advance  on  subjects  he  felt  he 
had  not  sufficiently  covered  in  the  course  of  his  previous  research  on 
North  Korean  law.
